LONDON, April 21.—When Gracie 
Fields’ revue, “Walk This Way,” 
closes at the Winter Garden April 
23, the show will be brought to the 
Brixton Empress, well-known Lon- 
don music hall, for the week com- 
mencing May 2.

Holds Fairs 
‘Tax Exempt 


Revenue bill frees gate ad- 
missions only—inside pay 
attractions liable to levy 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Recognition 
won by agricultural fairs over a long 
period of years, to such an extent as to 
give them standing equaled by few in- 
stitutions of a public character in esti- 
mation of the people, is being suggested 
just at this time when the question, to 
tax or not to tax, is being applied to 
almost every conceivable source of 
revenue. 

That the House revenue bill, now be- 
fore the Senate, carried a provision ex- 
empting admissions to sich fairs from 
tax, did not just merely happen. 

It was a result of showings made many 
years ago by agricultural fair executives 
before committees of Congress, resulting 
in the establishing of standards as a part 
of regulations relating to the tax on ad- 
missions under the revenue Act of 1913, 
which are still in effect. 

That fair executives, attaches, exhibi- 
tors; in fact, everyone interested in opera. 
tion of agricultural fairs, might study 
with profit these regulations, there would 
seem to be little question. 

It might be worth while for all such 
to have a copy of them conveniently at 
hand in order to answer questions which 
may be put concerning them. In- 
cidentally, these regulations, with numer-

The Road This Year Shows 
An Improvement Over Last 


Good shows are collecting plenty—town records are 
broken—*“Crazy Quilt”? and its ballyhoo shows what 
can be done with the right kind of publicity 


NEW YORK, May 2.—In spite of long- 
drawn wails heard over the wastelands 
of Broadway, in spite of the threatened 
inroads of the talkies and in spite of the 
fact that bad shows and temperamental 
stars were given scant courtesy by the 
hinterland, the road is far from dead. It 
has been, in fact, during the season now 
ending, far more alive than in any other 
recent year. This also in spite of the gen- 
eral economic depression. Good shows 
this year have cashed in surprisingly well, 
led by Billy Rose’s Crazy Quilt and its 
circus ballyhoo, and there have been more 
first-line productions touring than in 
previous years. Among the shows recently 
closed or still out are Crazy Quilt, Grand 
Hotel, The Green Pastures, The Merchant 
of Venice, with Maude Adams and Otis 
Skinner; Walter Hampden, in Cyrano de 
Bergerac; George White’s Scandals; Earl 
Carroll’s Vanities; Katharine Cornell, in 
The Barretts of Wimpole Street; Ethel 


Barrymore, in The School for Scandal; 
Mourning Becomes Electra; Fred Stone, 
in Smiling Faces; George M. Cohan, in 
Confidential Service; the Stratford-on- 
Avon Shakespearean Players, Cornelia 
Otis Skinner’s one-woman show, Milton 
Aborn’s Gilbert and Sullivan company, 
Rhapsody in Black, The Good Fairy and 
various others. And the surprising part 
is that each of the shows named has 
made money on the road, in some cases 
a great deal more money than the road 
has yielded to a single show in quite a 
while. 

Road spots that were previously con- 
sidered death to a touring company have 
been Opened up this season, notably the 
heretofore desert-like Southern tier that 
was split as wide as the Grand Canyon 
py the sawdust publicity work of Crazy 
Quilt.

Franklin starts shaving expenses—every department 


will be affected—this forestalls another salary slashing

NEW YORK, May 2.—An extensive 
economy move in RKO, featuring the let- 
outs of about 100 employees in the vari- 
ous departments of the circuit, was 
launched last week, with Harold B. 
Franklin, new president of Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum, supervising the  prunin 
process. This forestalls. an additiona 
salary cut to the 10 per cent handed out 
recently. Many meetings were held be- 
tween company officials before this latest 
economy play was iletermined. It is their 
intention, according to Franklin, to try 
for a $3,000,000 annual saving. Most of 
the dismissals Friday were clerical help, 
who received two-week notices. 


Every department in the organization 
was effected by this house cleaning and 
on May 13 they wil] be working with a 
skeleton crew. The discharged employees 
received their notices in this form: “We 


are compelled to reduce our department 
for the summer months. If it is re- 
stored to its original status in the fall, I 
will be glad to have you back again.” A 
department vigorously slashed was the 
Maintenance and Construction. Frank- 
lin stated yesterday: “There’s no con- 
struction so why have a Construction 
Department.” Other departments were 
Purchasing, Auditing, Real Estate, In- 
surance, Legal, Publicity and Vaude and 
Film Booking. 

Evidence of further personnel trim- 
ming is seen when Franklin leaves for a 
trip to the Coast tomorrow. He will be 
gone for two weeks, inspecting the 
various theater divisions along the route 
and staying on the Coast for about a 
week. It is most likely that he will get 
together with B. B. Kahane, new presi-

Ringling-Barnum Gets $700,000 


In 23-Day 


NEW YORK, May 2.—According to un- 
official stimates by inside observers, 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus ended its run at Madison Square 
Garden Saturday night with a gross pull 
of around $700,000 for the 23 days, which 
constituted 45 performances. The four 
Saturdays averaged $50,000 daily for 
afternoon and evening performances, or 
$200,000. The Friday night opening 
(April 8) drew around $15,000, while the 
other three Fridays added $30,000 daily, 
or $90,000, to the circus coffers. Ninety 
thousand dollars was the figure chalked 
up for the three Sundays. The 12 days 
from Mondays to Thursdays, with $300,- 
000, brought the total gross receipts to 
$695,000, or %700,000 in round figures. 
These are all unofficial figures, but con- 
servative sources believe them to be close

to the actual amount polled by the 
world’s premier circus institution. 

An analysis of the figures reveals that 
Saturday was the best day and Friday 
and Sunday the next best, with the Sab- 
bath better than usual, shrewd publicity 
buildup believed responsible for the in- 
crease in the Sunday draw. Average per 
performance was more than $15,000, and 
daily average was better than $30,000. 
Most difficult space to fill was the top 
balcony, selling for $1. Most easily dis- 
posed of seats were in the $2.50, $2 and 
$1.50 sections. Latter seats were always 
at a premium thruout the engagement. 
Capacity of the Garden is nearly 15,000. 
P.ices scaled from $3.50 to $1. 

Gross topped last year’s, but is be- 
lieved to be slightly under the receipts

New York Begins 


On Bicentennial 


NEW YORK, May 2.—New York’s par- 
ticipation in the nation-wide Bicenten- 
hial observance began Saturday with a 
colorful pageant and parade and the en- 
actment of the inauguration of Wash- 
ington in 1789. Washington was por- 
trayed by Kenneth M. Murchsion, di- 
rector of the local Bicentennial Com- 
mission, of which Grover A. Whalen, the 
city’s foremost organizer, is chairman. 
Weather was perfect thruout the day. 

In a_ spectacular river procession, 
Washington and his men crossed from 
the Jersey shore to be greeted on the 
New York side by 2.000 spectators. Mayor 
Walker was on hand to salute. Attired in 
costumes of the period, the party visited 
landmarks of the time, including 
Francues Taverna, where Washington de- 
livered his farewell address before taking 
office. Bryant Park then became the 
site for a monster ceremony after a 
parade from Washington Square, with 
men high in public ranks in the review- 
ing stand. Inauguration was enacted at 
Federal Hall, reproduction of which was 
erected in Bryant Park for the occasion. 

There were broadcastings, regimental 
displays, characteristic tunes from a 
battery of bands and in the evening fire- 
works from the gigantic towers of the 
George Washington Bridge. Thousands 
lined both banks of the Hudson to watch 
the pyrotechnics. In Brooklyn yester- 
day the commission staged the Mount 
Vernon dedication in Prospect Park as a 
climax of the combined May Day and 
Bicentennial program. 
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Roxy's Stage 
Show Revised 


Hugo Reisenfeld’s sym- 
phony orchestra to replace 
Waring Band May 13 


NEW YORK, May 2.—The first move 
by the new operators of the Roxy Thea- 
ter since Fox was ousted from control 
two weeks ago is the signing of Hugo 
Reisenfeld to lead the revived Roxy 
Symphony Orchestra of 80 musicians. 
Reisenfeld completes an engagement in 
Chicago Saturday and takes over the 
Roxy job May 13, replacing Fred Waring, 
who will have completed 16 weeks at 
the theater. 

This means that the Roxy 1s going 
back to classical music and the S. L. 
Rothafel type of shows, which were 
shelved four months ago for jazz and 
lighter entertainment. The theater has 
been in the red for the last eight 
months, and the Class A stockholders, 
who wrested control away from Fox re- 
cently, are facing the problem of either 
continuing to cut the stage show to re- 
duce the weekly loss or sinking more 
dough in the shows in a desperate at- 
tempt to get into the black. 

Apparently, the new board of directors, 
headed b¥ Harry G. Kosch, is inclined 
toward increasing the flesh budget. The 
new orchestra will have 20 more musi- 
cians than the Waring band. As to film 
product, the Roxy will continue using 
Fox pictures for the present because the 
major producers all have their own 
Broadway outlets and only Fox and indie 
pictures are available. 

Fanchon & Marco will no longer direct 
the production of Roxy shows, Clark 
Robinson now having complete charge. 
The personnel of the theater remains as 
is, with Charles Griswold as manager in 
addition to being secretary of the com- 
pany. The board of directors is unde- 
cided about bringing in a managing 
director. 


Four-Week Sign Writers’ 
Strike in N. Y. Settled 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Sign Writers Lo- 
cal 230 has reached an agreement with 
the circuits and sign shop owners, end- 
ing the four-week strike which had 
caused considerable trouble for both 
sides. Differences were settled at a con- 
ference attended by Charles Moskowitz, 
of Loew, and Major Thompson, of RKO, 
representing the major circuits; George 
Hoffman, of the Art Giuld; Leslie Levi, of 
Ivel Displays, and John Somer, repre- 
senting the sign shops, and James J. 
Coogan, John Kelly and John O’Brien 
representing the union. 

When the union contract expired April 
1, the union men struck rather than ac- 
cept the 25 per cent cut in scale de- 
manded by the shop owners, who in turn 
were pressed by the major circuits that 
employed them. Under the new scale, 
which runs to March, 1933, the union 
takes a 10 per cent cut. 

The last week of the strike was marked 
by the stench bombing of the Gaiety 
Theater, an RKO house. The week be- 
fore, the Astor, Gaiety and Strand were 
stench bombed. 


Portland Vaude Curtailed 


PORTLAND, Me., April 30.—Starting 
April 27 the Keith house dropped vaude- 
ville on Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day, going into a double-feature film 
policy those three days. Vaude_ will 
continue Saturday, Monday and Tues- 
day, with four acts booked thru and 
three extra on Monday. 

The New Portiand is continuing its 
vaudeville the last three days of the 
week. 

The change at Keith’s lets out seven 
musicians and two stagehands for the 
three days.

Jobless “Frolies” 
Is Huge Success 


CHICAGO, April 30.—Memories of other 
days were revived Monday night when 
the old Majestic Theater, musty from 
long disuse, was openeu up for the 
presentation of The Breadline Frolics by 
and for Chicago’s jobless, homeless men. 
Sponsored by some 80 or more civic and 
social clubs, the opening night’s show 
was attended by the cream of Chicago 
society, who packed the house from pit 
to gallery. Receipts for this show were 
about $4,000, all of which goes to benefit 
the homeless men, as everything, the 
theater included, was donated. 

Following Monday night’s show, per- 
formances were given at popular prices 
on Tuesday and Wednesday nights and 
the interest created led Marshall Field & 
Company to take over the entire theater 
for Friday, Saturday and Monday nights. 
Melvin A. Traylor, president of the First 
National Bank, urged employers to pur- 
chase blocks of seats for their employees, 
and it looks as if the show might run 
another week. 

Both dramatic critics and the public 
have given the show high praise. Most 
of those in the cast are no strangers to 
the stage, many, having been prominent 
in vaudeville, minstrelsy and the concert 
stage in other days. Much talent was 
displayed by the performers in the min- 
strel first part. 

Songs and dances by Mike Overling, Hal 
Reid, Scotty Lawson, Jimmie Carlysle, 
Arthur Clarke, William Richardson, 
Frederick Burton, J. Hank Phelps, Her- 
man Steinburst and James Turner were 
well received. It remained for two colored 
boys to prove show-stoppers. Jodie 
Mason, whose rich bass voice registered 
splendidly in Travelin’ and Asleep in the 
Deep, and Al Williams, in as fast and 
clever a dancing session as has been seen 
on a local vaudeville stage in months, 
were given tremendous applause. Several 
theatrical men in the audience expressed 
their intention of seeking bookings for 
these boys. 

In part two there were a number of 
vocal, instrumental and acrobatic special- 
ties, all of which were nicely put on and 
made a hit with the swanky audience, 
which seemed especially hungry for 
vaudeville. A sketch, The Whistle Blows, 
closed the show. 


Amarillo House Opens 


AMARILLO, Tex., April 30.—The Para- 
mount formally opened its new $50,000 
theater in Amarillo April 16. Speeches, 
which were broadcast by the local sta- 
tion, WDAG, were made by the mayor 
and the Paramount officials. Will R. 
Winch, who has been Paramount-Publix 
man in Amarillo for several years, will 
be manager of the Paramount. The new 
building has all the latest stage equip- 
ment, both for films and flesh. There 
are 3,000 lamp openings, one carload of 
electric motors and one car of organ 
equipment. There are 1,200 seats on 
main floor, with 300 in balcony. u 


Toledo Cleaned of Flesh 


TOLEDO, O., April 30.—For the first 
time in several years Toledo is entirely 
without stage and vaudeville acts. The 
last of the flesh attractions to leave was 
the small program of vaudeville held by 
the Granada, a second-run house, after 
RKO pulled its show from the Rivoli. 
The Paramount went on a_ straight 
cinema policy shortly after the Rivoli. 

George White's Scandals wanted to 
come to town, but was unable to arrange 
for a theater. Toledo has no civic opera 
house. The current showing of Scandals 
in Detroit is attracting Toledoans. The 
show was advertised in Toledo newspa- 
pers. 


Dickstein Bill 
Up to Senate 


Stafford, Cellar fight pas- 
sage in House — alien 
actors as contract labor 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The passage 
of the Dickstein Bill thru the House 
last week, providing the inclusion of 
alien actors under the present contract 
labor laws, was featured by an attack on 
the bill by Representative Stafford, of 
Milwaukee, and Representative Celler, 
of New York. Celler has long been iden- 
tified with any movement to aid the the- 
ater. The bill was ultimately passed by 
a vote of 86 to 18. It provides that only 
artists of eminent ability be exempted 
from the contract provisions. 

Stafford, in his attack, said that he 
had known of presidents of the United 
States—notably Wilson—who were en- 
tertained by foreign performers who were 
not of eminent ability, but who have 
since become so. Under the present law, 
he said, such men would be barred from 
coming to the country, and they could 
not be duplicated by American talent. 

The Wisconsin representative stressed 
particularly those fereign-speaking com- 
panies which play here, citing as an in- 
stance the Pabst Stock company of his 
own town. There is no American actor 
with the qualifications necessary to en- 
tertain the people who attend these per- 
formances, he said, since the actors must 
be able to speak in German. He asserted 
that Nazimova, when she first came here 
from Poland without a reputation, would 
have been barred by this bill, as would 
countless other performers. 

Representative Dickstein, defending 
the measure, said that it deals with the 
fact that we want men of distinction to 
come here, and not a horde of people 
stating that they are actors merely to 
avoid the contract labor law. He spoke 
later at considerable length in defence 
of the measure, and also made the point 
that foreign countries are “absolutely 
excluding any American for working for 
even one hour,” an assertion that abso- 
lutely fails to be born out by actual facts. 

Bill is now up to Senate. 


Columbus Prepares 


For IA Convention 


COLUMBUS, May 1.—Columbus stage- 
hands and union picture operators are 
busy preparing for the national conven- 
tion of the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees and Moving 
Picture Machine Operators of the United 
States and Canada, which is scheduled 
for Columbus, June 6 to 11. 

At that time more than 100 delegates 
from all parts of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico are expected to con- 
vene. 

Lawrence Buck, president of local 
union No. 12, is advisory chairman of 
the arrangements committee. General 
chairman is Charles E. Pratt, while 
Herbert Schell is secretary and is being 
assisted by George Libgo. All are stage 
employees. 

Others on the committee are Harry 
Coleman, president of local union 
No. 386 of motion picture operators; 
Walter Wright, secretary of the union, 
and Everett James. 

This is the first time the convention, 
which usually plays to larger cities, has 
come to Columbus. 

Pre sessions of the convention, in the 
form of district meetings, will start 
June 2 and four days later formal meet- 
ings will be held in Memorial Hall. 

The convention is the 31st biannual 
meeting of the body. More than 3,000 
are expected to accompany the delegates. 


Hoyt’s Tab in Brooklyn 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Hoyt’s Follies of 
1932, 25-people tabloid, featuring George 
Rose and Felix Martin and carrying eight 
sets of special scenery, opened a string 
of Eastern dates at the Folly Theater, 
Brooklyn, Thursday.

NEW YORK, May 2.—O. F. Schutte, of 
Washington, has been appointed to lead 
the fight of the National Association of 
Broadcasters in its effort to ward off the 
proposed increased license fees of the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers. 

It is taken for granted that Schutte. 
who handled the broadcasters fight upon 
RCA and its patents pool, will work in 
conjunction with the committee recently 
appointed to confer with E. C. Mills, gen- 
eral manager of society. This consists of 
E. L. Ashby, NBC general counsel; Ed- 
ward Klauber, vice-president of CBS, and 
Paul Morency, of WTIC, Hartford, Conn. 

The above-mentioned committee has 
conferred with Mills the past week, but 
nothing definite happened, and they are 
to meet again this Wednesday. It is un- 
derstood that should no agreement be 
reached before June 1, the date set for 
the new fees to go into effect, Mills will 
hold off until September 1 before senc- 
ing out the new licenses. 


Reorganization Is Set 
For General Theaters 


NEW YORK, April 30.—The reorganiz:- 
tion of General Theaters Equipment. 
now in receivership, has reached the 
point where the two protective commit- 
tees have agreed on the fundamental 
principles that should form the basis for 
reorganizing. The committees were 
formed last winter to protect the inter- 
ests of 6 per cent debenture holders and 
are now working under the chairmanship 
of Arthur W. Loasby. 

The consolidated committee consists 
of Edward C. Delafield, Harry S. Durand, 
Lloyd S. Gilmour, Arthur Peck, Conrad 
H. Poppenhusen, Seton Porter and Ray 
W. Stephenso The Chase National 
Bank, chief creditor of G. T. E,. is back- 
ing the efforts of the committee to re- 
organize a new company which will 
retain intact as far as possible the prin- 
cipal assets of G. T. E. 

In. the meantime Fox Films, which is 
controlfed by G. T. E., continues clean- 
ing up its messed-up affairs. One of 
the latest moves is the virtual wiping 
out of Fox’s educational films depart- 
ment, a new company, International 
Film Foundation, taking over the 52 
— pictures made by the depart- 
ment. 


Birmingham Lyric Opens 


BIRMINGHAM, April 30.—The Lyric 
Theater, dark for several years, has re- 
opened as a straight film house. Man- 
agement and operation will be under 
Stein Bros., of Jacksonville, Fla. The 
Lyric in the past was a high spot on the 
Keith Circuit as a combination vaude- 
film house. It enjoyed a support that 
has not been equaled since its closing, 
so far as the vaude field is concerned. 
Revamping will run around $3,000.

OBBY CONNELLY’S appointment, 
which was given President M. H. 
Aylesworth’s official seal last week, 
will remove all doubt from the minds 
of any about RKO’s apathy toward its 
franchised producers. Actually engaged 
by Martin Beck, the prolific stager of 
shows for Ziegfeld, Dillingham and a 
fistful of other big shots in legit repre- 
sents quite definitely a trend away from 
the encouragement of independent pro- 
duction on the part of the major circuit. 

At this time, even before Connelly 
has actually started digging his spurs 
into the ponderous RKO hide, it is dif- 
ficult to say whether the move is a 
beneficial one; both for RKO and the 
vaudeville industry. We are certain, at 
least, that RKO made a good choice, 
even tho we do not wholly commend the 
course being taken by the Aylesworth- 
Beck-Franklin trio. 

Left holding the bag, RKO’s producers 
would do well to look around them with 
the view in mind of making themselves 
fit into the picture in some manner, 
shape or form. Dark as the outlook is, 
we have enough confidence in the per- 
sonal integrity of that eccentric fellow 
Beck to be certain that he will give 
fair consideration to offerings turned out 
by the independent producers without 
the encouragement in advance of the 
Sixth Floor. Even during its worst phases 
the Sixth Floor never deliberately hin- 
dered producers from turning their at- 
tention to the putting on of acts that 
definitely lift the standard of the vaude- 
ville stages. This certainly applies now. 
The few producers who have retained a 
little something of their bank rolls can 
go ahead with confidence. Next season’s 
outlook is bright. Men who step out 
from behind in the materialization of 
brilliant ideas will be given a hearing. 
And to them, the Connelly staging de- 
partment should prove a help rather 
than a hindrance. But how many pro- 
ducers have bank rolls? There, my good 
friends, is the rub!

ILLIE PASSPART has sailed for 

London to open an office there as 

RKO’s European booking repre- 
sentative. The arrangement made with 
the RKO office during Passpart’s visit 
here calls for him to buy acts for RKO 
on a salary and to sell American acts on 
his own. If conditions here do not im- 
prove considerably it will be a long time 
before Willie will be bidding foreign acts 
bon voyage. However, it is assumed that 
his assignment is more than a friendly 
gesture on the part of his old sidekick, 
Martin Beck, and that eventually foreign 
acts will be sailing for these shores with 
RKO contracts. The question ari in 
this connection as to what arrangements 
RKO is making to set these acts for 
American engagements. To which the 
answer is, “None.” 

Acts strange to this country, particu- 
larly to the methods of vaudeville pres- 
entation, cannot be expected to acquit 
themselves faverably unless they receive 
Materia] assistance from an expert. Beck 
didn’t waste any time in effecting a tie- 
up with Passpart, and by the same token 
he should not delay appointing a capable 
man to handle the foreign-act situation 
from this end. There are several men 
fully qualified to handle this assign- 
ment, and each of them deserves a break 
of this kind, if only as a reward for 
the years of constructive effort they put 
in as affiliates of the major circuit. 
These men know American vaudeville 
Methods down to their finger tips; they 
are also thoroly conversant with the 
foreign attitude—and therefore surely 
capable of blending both of these assets 
into a post that will take RKO’s foreign- 
booking activity out of the hit-and-miss 
class. We have in mind particularly 
Paul Durand, Louis Spielmann and Fred 
DeBondy. While taking the Grand Tour 
Beck could do much worse than turn 
these prospects over in his mind.

I" HAS already been decreed by the 

powers that be that vaudeville’s show- 

case is doomed. The next step will 
be the setting of the date for the switch 
of the Palace to a grind policy. It will 
be a sad day for vaudeville when the 
18-year-old institution ceases to be. 
Those in the profession who will betake 
themselves to this week’s show, hoping 


against hope (as we do) that it will not 
be the last two-a-day bill, will probably 
suffer the same agony as a relative visit- 
ing a man in a condemned cell prior to 
his execution. The condemned man was 
in the full flush of health prior to his 
sentencing; so was the Palace. Both the 
man and the Palace committed unpar- 
donable sins against established author- 
ity. The murderer must pay with his 
life. The Palace has failed to do its 
share in filling money bags and must 
pay with its unique position in the 
American theater as the sole survivor of 
the two-a-day straight vaudeville tra- 
dition. 

Of course, it is easy for us to say that 
the Palace could have been made to 
pay, even in its quiet, pleasant role as 
an oasis in a desert of high-pressure 
grinds. We have no money invested in 
the Palace; only a myriad of recol- 
lections of pulse-raising thrills in this 
tumbling citadel of the tumbled two-a- 
day. But policy changes, happy to re- 
late, cannot take these from us. 

The Palace is being removed from the 
picture as a haven for those who bemoan 
the passing of the good old days because 
it has been the goat of every RKO ad- 
ministration since that of Ed Albee. 
There might have been brief periods in 
which real attention was given to its 
booking, but generally the house has 
been handled like a dead cat caught in 
the shovel and broom. of a street sweeper. 
George Godfrey was given the Palace to 
book some weeks ago when the situation 
was already decreed as hopeless. Like 
giving an Osler a patient after he has 
been cut to ribbons and expecting even 
an Osler to mend him. The Palace’s ail- 
ment was chronic. It fell heir to the ills 
of an era that spells doom for everything 
that is not consistent with haste, sock 
and garishness. But show business moves 
in cycles, after all, and we may yet see 
the day when our grandchildren will be 
making merry, in travesty and burlesque, 
of the trip-hammer style of doing things 
that gets us nowhere, but builds up a 
great business for rest farms.

Advance sales for the playing of the 
Soandals were the largest for any show 
to come to Columbus since the 1929 sea- 
son, notwithstanding the $3 top. 

Crazy Quilt played to 4,250 paid at- 
tendance in the Columbus Auditorium, 
the largest stage hall in the city. 


DALLAS, May 2.—Fair Park Auditorium 
has closed a profitable road show season 
which has placed Dallas on record as a 
city that will support ‘ccit attractions of 
merit. Crazy Quilt established a one- 
day record at the Auditorium by grossing 
approximately $12,000 at two perform- 
ances. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 2. — English’s 
Opera House here has closed for the 
season, unless there are developments 
now unforeseen. The season, accord- 
ing to Manager Burke, was far better 
than expected. There were more first- 
rate attractions and larger patronage 
than in former seasons, which is re- 
markable in view of continued poor 
economic conditions. Mr. Burke asserts 
that the results are proof of the pop- 
ularity of legitimate fare. The recent 
profitable excursions of such shows as 
Crazy Quilt are said to have onened the 
eyes of producers regarding audience pos- 
sibilities on the road. Green Pastures 
played to the largest business at the 
house during the past season. It prob- 
ably would have prospered if the engage- 
ment had continued a second week—and 
Indianapolis heretofore has been con- 
sidered as anything but a two-week 
stand.

Connolly RKO Stage Director; 


Plans Units and Tabs Musieals 


Present form of vaudeville playing circuit’s houses will 
be greatly altered—Connolly working in with Godfrey 
and under Martin Beck—buying musical book rights 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Vaude in its present form on the RKO stages will prob- 
ably be 50 per cent curtailed, and complete production units and tab musicals 
substituted, now that Bobby Connolly has joined the circuit as general stage 


director and head of a still undefined production department. 


He came in on 


Monday and is working in with George Godfrey, untitled head of the booking 
office, with both under the supervision of Martin Beck, managing director of RKO’s 
stage shows and booking office. While no official confirmation was forthcoming, it 


is reported that Connolly was given a 
contract by M. H. Aylesworth, president, 
which will run for at least a year. 

In getting the w. k. musical comedy 
producer and dance director, Beck’s wor- 
ries about the formation of a production 
department are over. At the same time 
the hopes of some of RKO’s franchised 
producers, who had thoughts of being 
chosen to head such a unit, are blasted. 
Negotiations for Connolly, on for three 
weeks, is no doubt the chief reason why 
Beck has not paid much attention to the 
franchised producers, altho promising 
weeks ago that they would be given every 
encouragement. 

Nothing is definite as yet as to Con- 
nolly’s first effort in his new post, but 
he is known to be bidding for the rights 
to a number of musicals, especially most 
of the past productions of Flo Ziegfeld. 
To obviate the necessity for paying 
weekly royalties to the owners of the 
books of the various shows, Connolly is 
offering cash amounts for the complete 
rights for the productions in variety 
houses. 

Connolly will not produce single acts 
of any kind, restricting himself to the 
condensed musical versions and the pro- 
duction of units made up of vaude acts 
to cost around $3,500 to a theater. Ac- 
cording to Beck, Connolly will have large 
quarters and a rehearsal hall when RKO 
moves over to Radio City late next fall. 
How much of a staff he will have is not 
known, but it is probable that he will 
bring over to RKO a number of people 
who worked with him and for him in 
legit. 

He was coproducer with Arthur 
Swanstrom on Princess Charming and 
Sons o’ Guns, the latter a smash and 
the late Jack Donahue’s last show. Some 
of the other outstanding shows he has 
worked on here include Ziegfeld’s Hot 
Cha and Follies, Good News, Follow 
Thru, New Moon, Desert Song, Honey- 
moon Lane, Show Girl and America’s 
Sweetheart. In London he was associated 
with Sir Alfred Butt and Moss’ Empires. 
He also produced the Ambassadeurs 
Revues in Paris for several seasons. 


Assistant Bookers 
Become RKO Agents 


NEW YORK, April 30—Two of the 
three RKO vaude-booking assistants let 
out last week in a further shakeup of 
the circuit’s booking floor have already 


made agency affiliations. They are 
Ernest Morton and Tommy Reilly, re- 
spectively with Charles Wilshin and 


Harry Rogers. Frank Sullivan, another 
of ex-RKO bookers, has made no con- 
nection as yet. 

When the trio were given notice 
George A. Godfrey, acting for Martin 
Beck, said they could have agency fran- 
chises if they desired. However, this was 
reduced to associate rights when the 
Agents’ Association pointed out to Beck 
that it would be better for all concerned 
if the franchises were not granted. 


Capitol’s | $10,000 Show 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Louis K. Sidney, 
Loew’s production boss, is lining up a 
strong show for the Capitol the week of 
May 13. So far he has set Burns and 
Allen, current at the Paramount; Cab 
Calloway and his Band, and Arthur 
(Street Singer) Tracy, who was there 
several weeks ago. Sidney is seeking 
another “name” for the show, which will 
run about $10,000.

D. A. and License Bureau Are Still 


Harassing the Gyp Indie Bookers 


NEW YORK, April 30.—With two cases 
still pending in court, the drive by 
the district attorney’s office and the 
License Department against gyp indie 
bookers continues, both offices now 
checking up closely on the many com- 
plaints that have been coming in! In 
addition to the cases pending, a sister 
team haled Harry Kilby, indie booker, 
into court last week and won judgments 
for $468.77 on charges of breach of 
contract. 

The two girls, Irene Pashkova and 
Joveta Cassidy, summoned Kilby to the 
Seventh District Magistrate Court Tues- 
day and charged him with promising 
them five weeks’ booking at the Colonial 
Inn, Singac, N. J. He gave them a one- 
night date in Cedarbrook, N. J., but 
never came thru with the five weeks. 
The court awarded them judgments 
totaling $468.77, which included cash 
outlay for costumes and rehearsals and 
salaries promised for the Singac date. 
Myron A. Ellis was the girls’ lawyer. 

The girls have also signed a complaint 
against Kilby which will enable the 
License Department to charge Kilby with 
running an employment agency without 
a license. The License Department is 
still pressing its cases against Sidney 
Rheingold and Edgar Allen. Rheingold’s 
case came up Monday and was postponed 
to May 23 in the Court of Special 
Sessions, 


The Sodelles versus Edgar Allen case 
came up Monday in the Seventh District 
Magistrate Court and was postponed to 
this Monday at the request of the 
License Department. Two acts which 
have entered complaints against Allen, 
Frank Viola and Jessie Leon Animals, 
were prepared to testify. One other act, 
Graham and Scott, which also charges 
Allen with chiseling, was not in court. 


A band act, whose name is known to 
this paper, is now preparing to sue Harry 
Kilby on charges of not paying off on 
a recent club date. Another act, a family 
flash, is searching for Lawrence Leon to 
serve him with a summons on a breach 
of contract suit arising from Leon's 
booking Canadian houses last summer. 
Sam Bernstein is also being sought by 
the same act. 


The d. a.’s office is conducting its own 
investigation into several indie bookers 
who have been implicated in complaints 
by acts. One office, booking a Newark 
house, is being checked on complaints 
that it induces acts to sign I O U's for 
$50, the money being deducted by the 
house from the act’s salary and turned 
over to the booking office. Thus the 
Newark theater and the booking office 
work together in extracting from the 
act what is virtually an advance book- 
ing fee, which is illegal. 


Ideas Out of 
3 Poli Houses 


Springfield, Hartford and 
Bridgeport out — Arthur 
and stagehands at odds 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Fanchon & 
Marco Ideas were out of Springfield, 
Hartford and Bridgeport, Conn., yester- 
day as a result of Harry Arthur’s diffi- 
culties with the stagehands’ union. Ar- 
thur has been asking that the stage 
crews in some of the former Poli houses 
he is now operating, which are at pres- 
ent in straight pictures, be taken out. 
The union refused this along with the 
concession of reducing the crews by one 
man in the three Idea towns. 

Arthur’s argument to the union was 
that the craftsmen were warming chairs 
backstage in at least one Poli theater 
that has been in straight pictures for a 
few years, and drawing salaries weekly 
for doing nothing more. Arthur only 
recently took control of the Poli thea- 
ters, stepping over from the general 
managership of Fox Theaters. 

Three scattered layoff weeks have oc- 
curred on the F. & M. route with the 
three Connecticut towns exiting. The 
first is between Buffalo and Boston, 
which Springfield filled; the second be- 
tween Boston and New Haven, which 
Hartford filled, and the third between 
New Haven and the Fox, Brooklyn, the 
spot Bridgeport occupied. 

For the present these layoffs will re- 
main as they are, but M. D. 


Whitman to Palace; 


Rogers on Pension 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Herman Whit- 
man, conceded to be one of the best 
managers on the RKO Circuit, will step 
in as managing director of the Palace 
when this house switches from two-a- 
day to continuous within the next few 
weeks. Whitman is presently at the 
Albee, Brooklyn. 

Elmer Rogers, who has been handling 
the Palace ever since it opened in 1913, 
will be retired on a pension when Whit- 
Man comes in. 

With the reorganization of the operat- 
ing department by Harold B. Franklin 
in the last two weeks, Whitman's district 
Managership was taken away from him, 
but at the same time he was promised 
bigger things. He formerly supervised, 
besides the Albee, the Kenmore, Madison 
and Flushing. His qualifications as a 
showman have been obvious to every- 
body who ever stepped into a theater 
he managed. 


Ideas Set for Hipp, 
RKO Cleveland House 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Another RKO 
house has been set for Fanchon & Marco 
Ideas, this being the Hippodrome, Cleve- 
land, which will come in on the F. & M. 
route as a full-week stand on May 27, 
falling between Pittsburgh and Cleve- 
land. It will give RKO three combo 
houses in the town, vaude being in at 
the Palace and 105th Street 

Ideas go into RKO’s Orpheum, Madi- 
son, Wis., for three-day halves, starting 
this Saturday, May 7.

— The Friars 
Frolic road show will have another tour 
in addition to the 56 consecutive one- 
night stands already lined up, which 
starts May 9 in Newburgh, New York, 
and folds July 3 in Atlantic City. Jim- 
my O’Neal and Irving Tishman, taking 
out the show, are currently working on 
the new route. They intend to start 
during August in Norfolk, Va., and run 
for about eight or 10 weeks out to the 
Coast and back here by way of Vancou- 
ver. 
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WB Managers 
Share Profits 


Bernhard institutes plan 
for bonuses on above av- 
erage grosses 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Warner is at- 
tempting to stimulate summer theater 
grosses by instituting a bonus plan for 
its theater managers and personnel of 
theater zone offices. The idea went into 
effect yesterday and will continue until 
September 1. 

Joseph Bernhard, general manager of 
the circuit, worked out the plan, which 
is based on the setting of a fair ex- 
pectancy figure for grosses of each the- 
ater. Managers topping: this figure will 
get a bonus in proportion to the size of 
the house. In addition, the personnel 
of the theater zone offices, including 
zone managers, have been given a special 
arrangement whereby they can partici- 
pate in increased businéss in their zone 
over a set figure. 

In addition to being an incentive for 
managers to battle the usual slumping 
grosses in summer, the Bernhard plan 
lends momentum to a distinct trend in 
circuit operation. The Skourases were 
the first important operators to an- 
nounce profit-sharing operation with 
their managers when they put their up- 
per New York State houses under this 
plan four months ago. When Harry Ar- 
thur took over the Fox New England cir- 
cuit a few weeks ago, he also placed his 
theater managers on a _ profit-sharing 
basis, calling them his “partners.” 

This recent trend in circuit operation 
proves that highly-centralized control 
and supervision, which had developed the 
past several years, is not as effective as 
operating experts once claimed it was. 
It was okeh for prosperous times, when 
almost everybody made money; but now 
that circuit theaters are working on 
slim profit margins and many are in the 
red, the circuits have had to reverse 
their operation ideas. 

The decentralization of the Fox Thea- 
ter Circuit, the Harry Arthur claim that 
each manager is his partner, the Skouras 
profit-sharing plan for their up-State 
theaters, and now the Warner bonus plan 
for its entire circuit, are all significant 
in pointing a marked trend away from 
rigid centralized control and janitor 
managers to more localized supervision 
and more emphasis on the house man- 
ager’s importance. 


Coliseum’s Vaude 


Stays; Others Go 


NEW YORK, April 30.—A second con- 
sideration was given this week by RKO 
to dropping vaude for the summer in 
four local spots, the 86th Street, Coli- 
seum, Kenmore (Brooklyn) and Keith’s 
(Flushing), which last week were deter- 
mined for straight picture policies May 
14. The resultant decision was to re- 
tain vaude at the Coliseum, while at the 
86th Street and Flushing straight picture 
policies will start a week earlier, May 7. 
The Kenmore will go thru as originally 
planned, May 14. 

After the announcement came out 
that these four theaters were to drop 
vaude there was considerable squawking 
done by the house managers, agents and 
bookers, who pointed out that at least 
three of the houses were money makers. 


Godfrey Off Books 
As Martin Beck Sails 


NEW YORK, May 2. — When taking 
over the supervision of the RKO booking 
office on Martin Beck’s departure to Eu- 
rope Thursday, George Godfrey will step 
off the books.

This 
boosting from four to five acts was con- 
templated by the circuit long ago, but 
was delayed by the many booking floor 
changes effected since Martin Beck’s en- 
trance as the vaude managing director. 

Bookings for this biggest route of the 
floor are being made far in advance, 
reaching the second week in July. Line- 
up of acts booked so far is: May 7, 
Reems, Rio and Kitchell, Gracie Barrie 
and Larry Rich Revue; May 14, Nick 
Lucas, June Carr, Willie, West and Mc- 
Ginty, and Three French Misses; May 21, 
DeWolf, Metcalf and Ford, Four Golden 
Blondes, Madeline Patrice and Fred San- 
born; May 28, Lya and Wolf, Don Santo 
and Exie, Bobby May, Evans and Mayer 
and Dave Jones and Peggy; June 4, Cole 
Brothers and Sid Marion; June 11, Joe 
Herbert and Company and Harris Twins 
and Loretta; June 18, Jimmy Burchill 
and Blondes; June 25, Hill and Hoffman;

Charles 
Stone and his music makers paved the 
way for the “flesh” with a well-presented 
overture, Pekin To Tokio. On the screen 
Amateur Daddy, with Warner Baxter. 

Syivia and Clemence, dashing and di- 
minutive fems, and the Andrini Brothers, 
pluckers of stringed instruments, have a 
corking show starter. Girls sing and 
dance, and exercise a flare for comedy, 
all of which clicks. Their horse number 
is the winner. Lads peck away at several 
stringed doodads, and do some tricky 
stuff with the banjoes. They pulled a 
swell hand.

Ray Hughes and Pam have a comedy 
turn that has its good moments. Hughie 
has the earmarks of a funny man, takes 
some neat falls, but needs funnier ma- 
terial to reach his prime. As is, the stuff 
is pretty thin and long drawn. Pam, a 
looker, gives fair support on the straight 
end, and warbles one song so-so. Their 
work involving the pit leader could be 
cut in half. Took several bows to a fair 
hand. 

Four Golden Blondes registered handily 
with their harmony singing and comedy 
turn. Open with quartet singing, and 
then swing into a comedy takeoff of a 
broadcasting studio. Follow with a stir- 
ring number, depicting the telephone de- 
partment of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, and wind up with a burlesqued 
indorsement of the Lydia Pinkham prod. 
uct. Girls sing well, and handle the 
comedy situations okeh. Took numerous 
bends to a strong finish hand. 

Al K. Hall and Al K. Jr. have a hokum 
turn that coasted thru to good returns. 
Father and son are assisted by a straight 
man, and two unbilled girls, one of the 
Dumb* Dora type. Present Hall turn 
stands head and shoulders above the act 
‘presented here last season by Al K. Sr.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Night, April 30) 

If there were one more woman singer on the Palace bill this week, the 
layout would be just another women’s club concert. There are three of them, 
Frances Alda, Ethel Merman and Alice Joy—with Nora Williams of Dave 
Apollon’s act really counting as a fourth—and the three are all but spotted 
on one another's heels Moran and Mack interrupt the steady flow of canaries 
and they must feel pretty lonely out there in the midst of the soprano and 
coloratura triJls. 

It was the first week in quite a while that the Palace went emseeless, no 
gent appearing between acts to insert his particular brand of comedy relief. 
Dave Apollon, it’s true, made an abortive attempt to emerge as a master of 
ceremonies, but it never amounted to much. As things stand this week, there’s 
time on the bill for vaudeville. 

The show builds up to a heavy punch, if we except the strain on the cus- 
tomers that three successive lady voice-slingers cause. Dave Apollon’s act, the 
smash of the show, is in the middle of the last half, and Mitchell and Durant, 
this corner’s pick as the prize rough-and-tumblers, are next-to-closing. The 
first act or two, tho, are quite weak, and the attendance at the show caught 
was nothing near a full house. 

THE CLIFFORD WAYNE six opened, presenting an Indian flash act that 
just didn’t jell. The turn wasn’t Palace caliber, tho they all worked hard, ex- 
cept for one lovely redskin lass, who did nothing except pose prettily above 
and around a chow dog. The chow yawned at frequent intervals. 

WALLY VERNON cGeuced and didn't go over too well with his gags and 
mugging. He is helped out by a pretty blonde and by an old gent whom 
he introduced as his father. Vernon seems to have possibilities as a funster, 
but his material, long drawn out and never very punchy, hinders him. 

THE YANKEE ORCHESTRA came on next, with Vernon acting as leader 
and going cover better here than he did in his own act. One number, in par- 
ticular, his Jack Dalton of the U. S. Navy, was goofy enough to be extremely 
funny. An eye-filling gal, introduced as Rosemary Sennett, did one acro 
routine in the course of the turn. As it stands, it’s a hoke band act, with 
hoke that can’t compete with more experienced funsters in the field. 

DAVE APOLLON came out briefly in a full-dress suit—and very nice he 
looked in it—for his one appearance as emsee. All he did was promise not 
to tell any gags, and then introduced the next act. , 

FRANCES ALDA came back to Broadway in a cycle of songs, which, she 
announced, purposely avoided the operatic. She sang Because, Song of Songs 
and a medley that included choruses from Long, Long Ago; Love’s Old Sweet 
Song, Mother Mechree, Always and Good Night. After scoring a show-stop, 
she encored with The Sinoer. Her voice is still powerful enough to fill the 
Met, and, of course, beautifully handled. 

MORAN AND MACK celebrated their return to vaude with seven minutes 
of typical drawled patter—most of it extremely amusing—and three minutes 
of their burlesaue boxing. - The boxing bit was definitely a mistake, ending 
the act on its weakest spot. 

ETHEL MERMAN, held over from last week, did practically the same 
numbers as on the last bill—but, as far as this corner is concerned, that’s 
nothing against her. The Merman gal grows on you. Starting out as an 
unbeliever, your conscientious reporter in the space of two weeks has turned 
into an at least moderately enthusiastic supporter. The Jass knows how to 
put a torch over—and beneath it all is that unself-conscious naivete that 
seems particularly her own. The mob ate her up. She show-stopped three 
times and finally begged off to get the gang out for intermission. 

ALICE JOY, the “Prince Albert Dream Girl” of radio fame, came on after 
the wait, singing her songs, of course, over the P. A. system. She has a deep 
contralto voice that is pleasing, but one wonders—as one wonders with all 
air importations—just what she’d do in vaude without the radio buildup. 
She sang Georgia on My Mind, If It Ain’t Love, Daddy and Lord, You Made 
the Night Too Long, and show-stopped. 

DAVE APOLLON, easily the standout of the bill and held over for his 
second week, was on next. If anything, he went over even better than last 
week, with Nora Williams, his large torch songstress, scoring by long odds the 
greatest individual ovation on the bill. She topped Mesdames Alda, Merman 
and Joy in customer appeal and did it easily. If your reporter is at a loss 
to see precisely why, he still has sense enough to bow his head to the obvious 
taste of the customers. Miss Williams possesses a jolly personality, a voice 
that is certainly as good as the average, a really splendid gift for whistling 
thru her teeth and the ability to make the Palace mob go mad. She scored 
five extremely solid show-stops on her own, with Apollon doing his best to get 
the act moving and the customers absolutely refusing to let Miss Williams off. 
The Apollon act itself is practically the same as last week, the only major 
change being the substitution of Jeanne and Linton for the sister team. The 
new couple, a gal and a boy, do a standout number, the lass going into acro 
and contortionistic work that is so complete in its way that it would probably 
make an anatomist rush out and turn on the gas. Danzi Goodell does her 
routine this week without the pants and the bowler hat and shows herself, 
more than ever, to be a perfectly charming miss. 

MITCHELL AND DURANT, by far the funniest rough and tumblers, come 
on next-to-closing and do everything but commit hara-kiri on the stage. They 
were surefire in Carroll’s last Vanities, and they’re surefire here. It’s a wow 
of an act. 

THE FOUR NELSONS, with their hoop juggling, close. They do nice work 
thruout, but it was 11:20 by the time they got on and the customers were 
growing restive. The Nelsons deserved a better break. The bill let out at 
11:26, which was cutting the midnight showing almost too close for comfort.

Looks like a pretty good show this 
week, altho there was a lack of smooth- 
ness at the show reviewed, which was 
the first show opening day. Closing act, 
Baron Lee and Band, runs too long at 
32 minutes and, no doubt, will be cut, 
while the other acts also need to get 
into the swing of the show. The deucer 
can spend more time on the stage. On 
the whole, however, the five-act layout 
provides a load of entertainment, con- 
sisting of laughs, music, dancing and an 
aerial novelty. Another thing that works 
against the first show is the small busi- 
ness usually on hand, with the result 
that laughs and applause are not as 
spontaneous as they might be. Film is 
Beast of the City, with Jean Harlow and 
Walter Huston. 

Kay, Hamlin and Kay (males) are a 
Swell show-starter with their aerial nov- 
elty. These fellows do breath-taking 
flying stunts in a most expert manner. 
One of them tries for comedy relief, get- 
ting laughs but at the same time slow- 
ing up the act somewhat. Left to o. k. 
applause. 

Audrey Wykoff makes a fine follower, 
having no trouble in getting a big mitt- 
ing. Still the six-minute stay was too 
stingy. The idea of this act, comprising 
three generations (daughter, father and 
grandpa), is always a come-on for audi- 
ences. And it’s built up even bigger by 
the corking legwork of the trio, espe- 
cially the old man. 

Joe Morris and Flo Campbell get the 
laughs flowing with their familiar turn. 
They’ve changed the act around a bit, 
but the meat is still there. All work 
well to make the most of everything they 
do. Joe’s got to get busy, tho, and tighten 
up a few lagging moments. They left 
to a nice hand after a song-dance finish. 

Frances Arms, next-to-closing, found 
it a cinch in winning these customers 
over. And at the finish she had them 
all singing with her. She’s thoroly at 
home on the stage and her clever talent 
is well lent to a nifty cycle of special 
numbers. Prolonged applause at her 
bowoff. 

Baron Lee and his Blue Rhythm Band’ 
closes the show hotter-than-hot in a 
glorification of Harlem. These 12 boys 
blow those trumpets, beat that drum 
and slap that bass viol for all their 
worth, turning out a flow of syncopation 
that compels you to tap accompaniment. 
And along with it there are corking spe- 
cialies from Amanda Randolph, Nico- 
demus and the Five Percolaters. A fea- 
ture of the act is Edgar Hayes’ ivory- 
tickling. Runs long at 32 minutes, but 
the folks didn’t mind.

Eight-act bill headed by Mercedes and 
The Crowd Roars (Warner) comprise 
this week's program. Vaude runs 93 
minutes and manages to be dull most 
of the time. Altho the bill has novelty 
and flash, it is woefully lacking in sock 
comedy. Each of the three comedy turns 
on proved mild entertainment and none 
of them could unloosen a general laugh 
response. Laughs are needed badly in 
this house to prevent the customers from 
. lapsing into sleepiness, the theater's at- 
mosphere and the length of the pro- 
grams being conducive to short naps. 

Four Juggling Nelsons followed a 
pleasant overture by Freddie Weper’s 
bandsmen. Three men and a girl go 
thru. various formations of juggling 
hoops and spools, closing with a flashy 
spinning hoop number. 7 

Three Upstarts come on as ill-dressed 
undertakers and then go into comedy 
poses and take falls and mauling to the 
extreme delight of the kids in the audi- 
ence. Except for a few bits that look 
original, most of the material is very 
familiar and has lost its punch. 

Gladrags Revue, Alex Gerber’s peren- 
nial flash, followed and made a mild 
impression. A six-girl line in rag cos- 
tumes opens, but becomes ritzier with 
each costume change. The Corbitt 
Twins, blond sisters, dance well, but 
can’t sing, and a boy eccentric hoofer 
and comedian provides the comedy relief. 
The boy’s specialties stand out. 

Gene Doyle and Donn Donnelly laid 
an egg here. Their peppy delivery and 
dialect singing are good, but the comedy 
talk is not so hot. The gags are dragged 
out and the comedy with Mardie Romm, 
a pretty blonde, is not punchy. Need 
better material. 

Ada Brown, not as stout as the orig 
inal Aunt Jemima but quite ample<as 
she is, rendered three pop numbers in 
her usual jazzy style, with the pianist 
spotted for a solo before the last num- 
ber. Did not go so well, but the set 
encore whipped up response and she 
closed to a good hand. 

Mercedes and Mlle. Santone amazed 
the audience here with their mental 
telepathy act. Mercedes works in the 
audience and Mile. Santone is blind- 
folded at the piano, playing selections 
as the seatholders desire. Mercedes sells 
the act with showmanship, convincing 
the doubters and pointing out Mlle. 
Santone’s remarkable repertoire of mu- 
sical selections. 

Hal Sherman drew an unsteady run of 
laughs with his comedy talk and then 
entertained with his skillful and funny 
pantomime and eccentric dancing. A 
tall blonde does straight and sings one 
weak number. Their duo finish let the 
act down and they closed to a fair hand. 

Enos FPrazere builds up slowly, buf 
reaches a high climax with his false 
drops into ankle-and-heel catches on a 
swinging trapeze. He makes the mistake, 
however, of bringing on his pretty girl 
assistant for a dance after the act had 
reached its high point. Routine should 
be rearranged to bring the girl on earlier.

The Fanchon & Marco Town. and 
Country Idea is a very entertaining ve- 
hicle embellished with exquisite settings 
and nifty costumes thruout the ensem- 
ble numbers. Especially noteworthy was 
the electrically lighted wand number, in 
which the girls in line dance in unison 
with only the illuminated sticks showing 
on a darkened stage, and the clever 
finale, which is presented in an actual 
downpour of rain. Mildred Perlee does 
a crackerjack dance specialty, with the 
Sunkist Beauties serving as a fitting 
background. A lad named Niles, a 
good female impersonator, sings a solo. 
The highlights of the personnel, however, 
are the Brox Sisters, three in number, 
who blend the sweetest kind of harmony 
in their routine of well-chosen songs. 
Their impression of Marlene Dietrich 
singing a number in her well-known 
posture, showing her limbs, was a work 
of art. Novak and Fay, two men, fur- 
nish the laugh portion of the vehicle 
with their comedy and burlesque acro- 
batics. They had them howling at their 
antics, and the turn fitted in ideally 
and gave the show the comedy wallop 
that it needed.

Al- 
tho N. T. G. did not quite live up to the 
vague promises of epidermis-display 
shown in the lobby flash, his act was 
nevertheless dirty enough to out-Minsky 
Minsky. And for the unrestrained 14th 
street crowd, his style of displaying his 
fleshy gals was strictly the nerts. In 
fact, the customers became so excited 
that they took a diabolical delight in 
pelting the scantily-clad dancers with lit- 
tle white balls that N. T. G. gave out. 
And could the girls take it! 


The picture was Love Affair, which was 


submerged in drawing power by the 
stage shows. 
Hart’s Hollanders, a tumbling and 


bouncing troupe of two midgets, four 
men and a girl in a Dutch setting, got 
the bill off to a good start. 


Keller Sisters and Lynch then socked 
over their pleasant style of harmonizing, 
the routine being effectively broken up 
by a tap solo and a hill-billy number.

Mel Klee, who had been emseeing the 
bill, came on in this spot and enter- 
tained with a parody and a flock of time- 
ly gags and funpoking.

Bubbles routine and went over big. 


Brems, Fitz and Murphy Brothers fol- 
lowed with their familiar routine of har-. 
monizing and hoke, which is still funny, 
but which was weakened by their staying 
on too long. Tightened up, the act 
should be foolprocf. 

N. T. G. then brought out his Holly- 
wood Restaurant boys and gals who gal- 
livanted all over the stage for 55 min- 
utes, while the cabaret ringmaster put 
all his efforts into creating a spirit of in- 
timacy with the audience. The act con- 
sisted of specialties topped by the cafe 
ensemble scene in which the Four Climas 
do their Apache melodramatics.

Capitol’s stage show this week is even 
stronger than it looks from out front 
from the b.-o. angle, with King, King 
and King on the stage and not billed.

Three Bernie Brothers, hoofers, are also 
in the unit and spotted late. 


There are some consistent socks in the 
Parisienne presentation if not complete 
coherency. Lee Gails, apache dance 
team, furnish a smash finish with their 
rough stuff, with the blonde first taking 
a dive into the pit and then smashing 
up against and wrecking the prop bar 
in the Paris dive setting. The latter is 
exceptionally well done and lighted. 


Frank Radcliffe, with a larger sepian, 
Rogers, in assist, scored very high with 
his double singing in the center portion 
of the show. The one outstanding mis- 
take of the show, however, was the 
spotting of Sylvia Nelson, vocalist, pre- 
ceding them. While she has a nice s0- 
prano voice, it is not strong enough for 
the Capitol, especially with a noisy 
capacity audience in attendance. 


Anita Avila and Jack Nile do well in 
the opening with a hot and seemingly 
original routine, the girl stepping out 
of the show window of a modiste’s shop 
and the male in a French sailor's cos- 
tume. They do another Harlemanian 
routine at the closing, which is followed 
by the Chester Hale line doing the same 
type of work and obviously similar to 
the routines of a few Albertina Rasch 
ensembles around lately in legit and 
vaude. How the cooch dances fit into 
the finale setting is not made clear, 
altho the inference is probably the in- 
roads sepian entertainment has made in 
Paris.

Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, April 29) 

Times have changed since the Para- 
mount opened its doors in the middle 
'20s of the current century, and to all 
appearances Publix producers for the 
house have done very well in keeping up 
with the times. Originally, a powerful 
battery of Publix producers supplied the 
unit shows and each took turns at han- 
dling the Paramount show, which usually 
meant the taking of the unit anq build- 
ing it around the “name” attraction for 
the house. Shows were good under such 
supervision as Cambria, Partington, Pet- 
roff, Niggemeyer and John Murray An- 
derson. Gradually the budget mounted 
for “names,” the Many producers went 
their various ways and the present style 
of entertainment is a leaf borrowed from 
the Capitol and Roxy former style of 
presentation combined with a dash of 
the Palace type of vaudeville. 

This show stands the house about $13,- 
500 for outside talent, with Guy Lom- 
bardo claiming $6,500; Burns and Allen, 
$2,500; Four Mills Brothers, $3,500, not 
to mention Gordon, Reed and King for 
a possible $800. Along with the Craw- 
fords at the organ, the David Bines Bal- 
let and a mixed dance team, John and 
Edna Torrence, the stage entertainment 
is highly satisfactory. Rubinoff’s over- 
ture further strengthens the show, which 
at all times is a smooth-running, well- 
lighted and fool-proof affair. 

Boris Petroff labels this production 
Radio Rhapsody and follows out his 
theme nicely. Rubinoff offered a med- 
ley of Sousa marches as his contribution 
and after the news reel and the ensem- 
ble’s routine came the “Mills Brothers, 
neatly clad in white flannels and work- 
ing against a dark cyc, which set the 
quartet off to fine advantage. Boys did 
their inimitable songs, simulation of mu- 
sical instruments to the usual hit pro- 
portions that is now a habit with them. 

Gordon, Reed and King, three loose- 
limbed hoofers, also cleaned up, doing 
pretty much their entire routine. Part 
of the clarinet and guitar accompani- 
ment to the third stepper’s efforts tend- 
ed to drag out a bit, but was liked, never- 
theless. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Crawford did their 
twin console stuff, with lyrics flashed 
on the screen, and later the girls in cos- 
tumes of the old round waltz days did 
their stuff along with John and Edna 
Torrence. 

Burns and Allen, premier mixed team 
of the stage and ether, chose a bookshop 
as their locale. The way Miss Allen's 
voice gets over here is surely a tribute 
to the amplifying system and accoustica 
Guy Lombardo, 11 men, including hime 
self, eased out his usual harmonic chords, 
working with the girls in front at one 
period. To further tie up the radio 
angle, a studio rehearsal of Lombardo, 
with Burns and Allen and their an- 
nouncer on their commercial, Santos Or. 
tega, gave the folks an idea how it works. 

Closing was all hands on deck, with 
the Mills Brothers taking the spotlight 
in the background and copping all hon- 
ors for the finale. Rather awkward fin- 
ish for Lombardo, whose band must re- 
main mute for the singers. He further 
is placed on the spot by having to waltz 
with Miss Torrence, along with the rest 
of the show.

Warm and sunny weather held the first 
show crowd to only a fair one. Roxy En- 
semble headlines, and to the 12-peopie 
unit went the applause honors, with the 
Four Golden Blondes and Al K. Hall and 
Al K. Jr. right on their tale. Charles 
Stone and his music makers paved the 
way for the “fiesh” with a well-presented 
overture, Pekin To Tokio. On the screen 
Amateur Daddy, with Warner Baxter. 

Sylvia and Clemence, dashing and di- 
minutive fems, and the Andrini Brothers, 
pluckers of stringed instruments, have a 
corking show starter. Girls sing and 
dance, and exercise a flare for comedy, 
all of which clicks.

Pam, a 
looker, gives fair support on the straight 
end, and warbles one song so-so. Their 
work involving the pit leader could be 
cut in half. Took several bows to a fair 
hand. 

Four Golden Blondes registered handily 
with their harmony singing and comedy 
turn. Open with quartet singing, and 
then swing into a comedy takeoff of a 
broadcasting studio. Follow with a stir- 
ring number, depicting the telephone de- 
partment of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, and wind up with a burlesqued 
indorsement of the Lydia Pinkham prod. 
uct. Girls sing well, and handle the 
comedy situations okeh. Took numerous 
bends to a strong finish hand. 

Al K. Hall and Al K. Jr. have a hokum 
turn that coasted thru to good returns. 
Father and son are assisted by a straight 
man, and two unbilled girls, one of the 
Dumb Dora type. Present Hall turn 
stands head and shoulders above the act 
‘presented here last season by Al K. Sr. 
Consists of a series of bits and specialties, 
savors slightly of burlesque, and was 
good for a steady flow of laughs from 
these first showers.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Night, April 30) 

If there were one more woman singer on the Palace bill this week, the 
layout would be just another women’s club concert. There are three of them, 
Frances Alda, Ethel Merman and Alice Joy—with Nora Williams of Dave 
Apollon’s act really counting as a fourth—and the three are all but spotted 
on one another’s heels Moran and Mack interrupt the steady flow of canaries 
and they must feel pretty lonely out there in the midst of the soprano and 
coloratura triJls. 

It was the first week in quite a while that the Palace went emseeless, no 
gent appearing between acts to insert his particular brand of comedy relief. 
Dave Apollon, it’s true, made an abortive attempt to emerge as a master of 
ceremonies, but it never amounted to much. As things stand this week, there’s 
time on the bill for vaudeville. 

The show builds up to a heavy punch, if we except the strain on the cus- 
tomers that three successive lady voice-slingers cause. Dave Apollon’s act, the 
smash of the show, is in the middle of the last half, and Mitchell and Durant, 
this corner’s pick as the prize rough-and-tumblers, are next-to-closing. The 
first act or two, tho, are quite weak, and the attendance at the show caught 
was nothing near a full house. 

THE CLIFFORD WAYNE six opened, presenting an Indian flash act that 
just didn’t jell. The turn wasn’t Palace caliber, tho they all worked hard, ex- 
cept for one lovely redskin lass, who did nothing except pose prettily above 
and around a chow dog. The chow yawned at frequent intervals. 

WALLY VERNON cGeuced and didn’t go over too well with his gags and 
mugging. He is helped out by a pretty blonde and by an old gent whom 
he introduced as his father. Vernon seems to have possibilities as a funster, 
but his material, long drawn out and never very punchy, hinders him. 

THE YANKEE ORCHESTRA came on next, with Vernon acting as leader 
and going ever better here than he did in his own act. One number, in par- 
ticular, his Jack Dalton of the U. S. Navy, was goofy enough to be extremely 
funny. Ar eye-filling gal, introduced as Rosemary Sennett, did one acro 
routine in the course of the turn. As it stands, it’s a hoke band act, with 
hoke that can’t compete with more experienced funsters in the field. 

DAVE APOLLON came out briefly in a full-dress suit—and very nice he 
looked in it—for his one appearance as emsee. All he did was promise not 
to tell any gags, and then introduced the next act. , 

FRANCES ALDA came back to Broadway in a cycle of songs, which, she 
announced, purposely avoided the operatic. She sang Because, Song of Songs 
and a medley that included choruses from Long, Long Ago; Love’s Old Sweet 
Song, Mother Mechree, Always and Good Night. After scoring a show-stop, 
she encored with The Sinoer. Her voice is still powerful enough to fill the 
Met, and, of course, beautifully handled. 

MORAN AND MACK celebrated their return to vaude with seven minutes 
of typical drawled patter—most of it extremely amusing—and three minutes 
of their burlesaue boxing. - The boxing bit was definitely a mistake, ending 
the act on its weakest spot. 

ETHEL MERMAN, held over from last week, did practically the same 
numbers as on the last bill—but, as far as this corner is concerned, that’s 
nothing against her. The Merman gal grows on you. Starting out as an 
unbeliever, your conscientious reporter in the space of two weeks has turned 
into an at least moderately enthusiastic supporter. The Jass knows how to 
put a torch over—and beneath it all is that umnself-conscious naivete that 
seems particularly her own. The mob ate her up. She show-stopped three 
times and finally begged off to get the gang out for intermission. 

ALICE JOY, the “Prince Albert Dream Girl” of radio fame, came on after 
the wait, singing her songs, of course, over the P. A. system. She has a deep 
contralto voice that is pleasing, but one wonders—as one wonders with all 
air importations—just what she’d do in vaude without the radio buildup. 
She sang Georgia on My Mind, If It Ain’t Love, Daddy and Lord, You Made 
the Night Too Long, and show-stopped. 

DAVE APOLLON, easily the standout of the bill and held over for his 
second week, was on next. If anything, he went over even better than last 
week, with Nora Williams, his large torch songstress, scoring by long odds the 
greatest individual ovation on the bill. She topped Mesdames Alda, Merman 
and Joy in customer appeal and did it easily. If your reporter is at a loss 
to see precisely why, he still has sense enough to bow his head to the obvious 
taste of the customers. Miss Williams possesses a jolly personality, a voice 
that is certainly as good as the average, a really splendid gift for whistling 
thru her teeth and the ability to make the Palace mob go mad. She scored 
five extremely solid show-stops on her own, with Apollon doing his best to get 
the act moving and the customers absolutely refusing to let Miss Williams off. 
The Apollon act itself is practically the same as last week, the only major 
change being the substitution of Jeanne and Linton for the sister team. The 
new couple, a gal and a boy, do a standout number, the lass going into acro 
and contortionistic werk that is so complete in its way that it would probably 
make an anatomist rush out and turn on the gas. Danzi Goodell does her 
routine this week without the pants and the bowler hat and shows herself, 
more than ever, to be a perfectly charming miss. 

MITCHELL AND DURANT, by far the funniest rough and tumblers, come 
on next-to-closing and do everything but commit hara-kiri on the stage. They 
were surefire in Carroll’s last Vanities, and they’re surefire here. It’s a wow 
of an act. 

THE FOUR NELSONS, with their hoop juggling, close. They do nice work 
thruout, but it was 11:20 by the time they got on and the customers were 
growing restive. The Nelsons deserved a better break. The bill let out at 
11:26, which was cutting the midnight showing almost too close for comfort.

Looks like a pretty good show this 
week, altho there was a lack of smooth- 
ness at the show reviewed, which was 
the first show opening day. Closing act, 
Baron Lee and Band, runs too long at 
32 minutes and, no doubt, will be cut, 
while the other acts also need to get 
into the swing of the show. The deucer 
can spend more time on the stage. On 
the whole, however, the five-act layout 
provides a load of entertainment, con- 
sisting of laughs, music, dancing and an 
aerial novelty. Another thing that works 
against the first show is the small busi- 
ness usually on hand, with the result 
that laughs and applause are not as 
spontaneous as they might be.

Eight-act bill headed by Mercedes and 
The Crowd Roars (Warner) comprise 
this week's program. Vaude runs 98 
minutes and manages to be dull most 
of the time. Altho the bill has novelty 
and flash, it is woefully lacking in sock 
comedy. Each of the three comedy turns 
on proved mild entertainment and none 
of them could unloosen a general laugh 
response. Laughs are needed badly in 
this house to prevent the customers from 
. lapsing into sleepiness, the theater's at- 
mosphere and the length of the pro- 
grams being conducive to short naps. 

Four Juggling Nelsons followed a 
pleasant overture by Freddie Weper’s 
bandsmen. Three men and a girl go 
thru various formations of juggling 
hoops and spools, closing with a flashy 
spinning hoop number. . 

Three Upstarts come on as ill-dressed 
undertakers and then go into comedy 
poses and take falls and mauling to the 
extreme delight of the kids in the audi- 
ence. Except for a few bits that look 
original, most of the material is very 
familiar and has lost its punch. 

Gladrags Revue, Alex Gerber’s peren- 
nial flash, followed and made a mild 
impression. A six-girl line in rag cos- 
tumes opens, but becomes ritzier with 
each costume change. The Corbitt 
Twins, blond sisters, dance well, but 
can’t sing, and a boy eccentric hoofer 
and comedian provides the comedy relief. 
The boy's specialties stand out. 

Gene Doyle and Donn Donnelly laid 
an egg here. Their peppy delivery and 
dialect singing are good, but the comedy 
talk is not so hot. The gags are dragged 
out and the comedy with Mardie Romm, 
a pretty blonde, is not punchy. Need 
better material. 

Ada Brown, not as stout as the orig/ 
inal Aunt Jemima but quite ample\as 
she is, rendered three pop numbers in 
her usual jazzy style, with the pianist 
spotted for a solo before the last num- 
ber.

Mildred Perlee does 
a crackerjack dance specialty, with the 
Sunkist Beauties serving as a fitting 
background. A lad named Niles, a 
good female impersonator, sings a solo. 
The highlights of the personnel, however, 
are the Brox Sisters, three in number, 
who blend the sweetest kind of harmony 
in their routine of well-chosen songs.

There are some consistent socks in the 
Parisienne presentation if not complete 
coherency.

Frank Radcliffe, with a larger sepian, 
Rogers, in assist, scored very high with 
his double singing in the center portion 
of the show.

Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, April 29) 

Times have changed since the Para- 
mount opened its doors in the middle 
‘20s of the current century, and to all 
appearances Publix producers for the 
house have done very well in keeping up 
with the times. Originally, a powerful 
battery of Publix producers supplied the 
unit shows and each took turns at han- 
dling the Paramount show, which usually 
meant the taking of the unit and build- 
ing it around the “name” attraction for 
the house. Shows were good under such 
supervision as Cambria, Partington, Pet- 
roff, Niggemeyer and John Murray An- 
derson. Gradually the budget mounted 
for “names,” the Many producers went 
their various ways and the present style 
of entertainment is a leaf borrowed from 
the Capitol and Roxy former style of 
presentation combined with a dash of 
the Palace type of vaudeville. 

This show stands the house about $13,- 
500 for outside talent, with Guy Lom- 
bardo claiming $6,500; Burns and Allen, 
$2,500; Four Mills Brothers, $3,500, not 
to mention Gordon, Reed and King for 
a possible $800. Along with the Craw- 
fords at the organ, the David Bines Bal- 
let and a mixed dance team, John and 
Edna Torrence, the stage entertainment 
is highly satisfactory. Rubinoff’s over- 
ture further strengthens the show, which 
at all times is a smooth-running, well- 
lighted and fool-proof affair. 

Boris Petroff labels this production 
Radio Rhapsody and follows out his 
theme nicely. Rubinoff offered a med- 
ley of Sousa marches as his contribution 
and after the news reel and the ensem- 
ble’s routine came the “Mills Brothers, 
neatly clad in white flannels and work- 
ing against a dark cyc, which set the 
quartet off to fine advantage. Boys did 
their inimitable songs, simulation of mu- 
sical instruments to the usual hit pro- 
portions that is now a habit with them. 

Gordon, Reed and King, three loose- 
limbed hoofers, also cleaned up, doing 
pretty much their entire routine. Part 
of the clarinet and guitar accompani- 
ment to the third stepper’s efforts tend- 
ed to drag out a bit, but was liked, never- 
theless. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Crawford did their 
twin console stuff, with lyrics flashed 
on the screen, and later the girls in cos- 
tumes of the old round waltz days did 
their stuff along with John and Edné 
Torrence. 

Burns and Allen, premier mixed team 
of the stage and ether, chose a bookshop 
as their locale. The way Miss Allen's 
voice gets over here is surely a tribute 
to the amplifying system and accoustica 
Guy Lombardo, 11 men, including him- 
self, eased out his usual harmonic chords, 
working with the girls in front at one 
period. To further tie up the radio 
angle, a studio rehearsal of Lombardo, 
with Burns and Allen and their an- 
nouncer on their commercial, Santos Or. 
tega, gave the folks an idea how it works. 

Closing was all hands on deck, with 
the Mills Brothers taking the spotlight 
in the background and copping all hon- 
ors for the finale. Rather awkward fin- 
ish for Lombardo, whose band must re- 
main mute for the singers. He further 
is placed on the spot by having to waltz 
with Miss Torrence, along with the rest 
of the show.

The Roxy has awakened from its 
slumber. No sleepy stage show this week,

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Burlesque Men Fight Hard 


Battle for New Licenses 


Hearings continue before License Commissioner Ger- 
aghty, who receives testimony from the anti angles— 
burly men now will present their side of the case 


NEW YORK, May 2.---The 42d Street Property Owners and Merchants’ Associe. 
tion, backed by other crganizations and factions, having had a full week during 
which it piled up its protests against burlesque shows at the Eltinge, Republic 
and Central theaters, Commissioner James Geraghty will now hear the other side 


of the case. 


The hearings before the license commissioner, which started last 


Monday, ran for five days, after which he called a recess until this morning. The 
licenses issued to the above mentioned houses ran out yesterday, and Com- 


missioner Geraghty has issued an order 
to the police to withhold any closing 
action until the hearings have ended. 
The houses are actually running now 
without a license.’ Within two days after 
the hearings come to an end, however, 
the commissioner stated he would make 
known his decision. 

During the early part of last week 
things looked bad for the burly men, but 
toward the final day the atmosphere 
cleared up considerably. It is now be- 
lieved that should the burly operators 
agree to take away the photos from in 
front of the house, discontinue their 
barkers, and the Republic, in particular, 
quit using its catch-line show titles, 
there is a strong possibility that the 
licenses will be renewed. ~ 

Former Assistant District Attorney 
Ferdinand Pecors, specizl counsel fcr the 
Merchants’ Association, contended that 
the burly houses were doing everything 
but kill the street, financially and other- 
wise. He said he youla bring in William 
A. Brady and Arch Selwyn °¢s testifiers, 
but these men failed to appear to date. 
The Minskys state they will quickly off- 
set Brady’s squawk, if any, by showing 
his type of shows which brought forth 
protests and also that some of his best 
actors came from burlesque. 

William Weisman and Hyman J. Reit, 
counsel for the theaters, invited the com- 
missioner to come and catch a burlesque 
show, but he immediately angled out of 
it, saying he relied upon his inspectors 
to do that. Mr. Pecora agreed to produce 
membership books. lis*s, check books, 
bank books and other data upon the re- 
quest of the burlesque men’s counsel, to 
show whether or not the merchants are 
now doing comparatively poor business 
sincé the advent of 42d street burlesque. 
Also upon the motion of ithe defense 
counsel, Commissioner Geraghty ordered 
that subpoenas be issued to officers. of 
the various banks in the neighborhood 
requesting them to appear today an« 
bring comparative statistics on the num- 
ber of depositors and the gross amount 
of their deposits for the last three years. 

Billy Minsky charges that jealousy 
prompted the opposition to bring up the 
protests and said he would bring to the 
hearings more than 100 well-known 
patrons to testify regarding the quality 
of his shows and that among those who 
have attended his houses are Otto Kahn, 
Maurice Chevalier, Horace Liveright. as 
well as members of the Harvard Club, 
Racket and Tennis clubs and others who 
are regular subscribers. Their testimony, 
he said, would refute that of the clergy- 
men and merchants that burlesque was 
injuring property or morals. 

Police stenographic reports of the 
shows covered at times of the arrests 
which resulted in dismissals were heard, 
with the result that nearly 1,000 pages 
of testimony has been taken down to 
date. This, alone, will take 10 days to 
transcribe. Counsel for the burlesque 
men, incidentally, reminded the license 
commissioner that he was not a moral 
censor. 

In the event that the licenses are not 
renewed, it is understood that the bur- 
lesque men will institute mandamus 
proceedings and ask for an injunction 
restraining the police from closing the 
houses until the final decision is 
rendered by the highest court. 


THE MODERN, Providence, has not 
been leased again, altho the present 
lease has expired. It was recently re- 
ported as having been renewed for a long 
term by Manager Lew Talbot, but the 
real estate folks say no.

Laughs were more than 
plentiful and, the“material not partic- 
ularly blue, altho no special attempt is 
being made to run the show differently 
on account of the current hearings be- 
fore the license commissioner.

Jimmy 
Duggan and Gladys Clark offered a cou- 
ple of bits before hitting their best one, 
a travesty on Hamlet. Shelton and Hen- 
drfcks handled the movie rehearsal scene, 
the former tending to work along the 
lines of Bobby Clark, at times. McNally, 
with the aid of Kearney, did the street 
cleaner-bootleg scene, which was a legiti- 
mate panic, and in the latter part of the 
show McNally, Kearney, Alice Du Val 
and Philip Stone was a series of wows 
in the restaurant scene done with a split 
stage set and the throwing of the soaked 
cracker dust wrapped in lettuce leaves 
just about murdered everybody. This 
scene is top compared to anything in 
or out of town. Duggan and Forte in 
the gabbers bit also scored. 

Women held up their end at all times, 
Miss Clark being unusually versatile. 
and included a strip in male attire. Lil- 
lian Dixon sang and offered exceptional 
specialties, as did Miss Hallo. Alice Du 
Val did okay, as usual, altho she seems 
to be getting heavier all the time. Per- 
haps too much so. Carol Gale, print, 
gave considerable class to her spots and 
was in excellent voice. John Head was 
another strong songbird and like Miss 
Gale gave the proceedings a high-class 
lift. Melba Lee did a novel dance routine 
in bronze paint and Millie Convey did the 
rest of the dance specialties. 

Chorus is about the best ever assem- 
bled at this house and proved to be first- 
rate dancers, not a poor one in the en- 
semble. Different from the usual run 
of burly steppers, they clicked from 
every angle, whether posing or working 
on the runway. Franke has some clever 
numbers and the big one included a 
gown and lingerie display, a Turkish and 
a Japanese production.

Qn Alleged Bad Production 


Dramatists’ Guild to decide on Betty Laidlaw’s plaint 
against Albert Bannister on “Wise Girl’”—play never had 
fair chance to show its true worth, playwright charges 


NEW YORK, April 30.-—If a producer fails to do right by a play, can the 


dramatist get back the rights in toto? 
Dramatists’ Guild. 


That’s the question now up before the 


It was raised by Betty Laidlaw, who, along with Lawrence 


Pohle, was concerned in the writing of a play called Wise Girl, which was tried out 


and presumably found wanting by Albert Bannister earlier this spring. 


It played 


a single week at the Boulevard Theater, Jackson Heights, and was abandoned. 
Mr. Bannister, according to Miss Laidlaw’s plaint, did less than justice to her 


brain child. There was a prolog to it 
when it was written, and there was no 
prolog at all when it played before the 
good burghers of Jackson Heights, an 
omission which Miss Laidlaw resented. 
Also, she claims that the money which 
Mr. Bannister poured into the produc- 
tion was poured with a somewhat stint- 
ing hand. In other words, according to 
the authoress, the lack of production 
dough meant that the play never really 
has a fair chance to show what it was 
worth. 

Under the circumstances Miss Laidlaw 
thinks that Mr. Bannister has no right 
to the equity which he now posseses in 
the show. She wants to pry him loose 
from it thru the agency of the Guild, 
and then go out and sell the show to 
someone who'll treat it is it ought to’be 
treated. 

The question, however it is decided, is 
apt to establish a precedent. If the 
Guild decides that Miss Laidlaw is cor- 
rect in her claims, it’s probable that a 
long line of grieving dramatists may 
descend on the organization, all of them 
weeping over plays ruined by bad pro- 
ductions—or what the dramatists think 
are bad productions. In case such a 
decision is handed down by the Guild, 
it’s possible that Bannister may force it 
to arbitration. The Guild will decide 
the question Monday. 


Guild Mag’s New Title 


NEW YORK, April 30.—The Theater 
Guild Magazine, organ of the Guild and 
published as a general magazine of the 
drama—with Guild notes plugged—has 
changed its title to The Stage. There 
continues to be a page of Guild notes. 
Magazine, which recently changed its 
publisher and format, continues under 
same staff, Hi Motherwell’ editing. 


Added to Anderson Revue 


LONDON, April 19—June (Lady In- 
verclyde), musical comedy actress, who 
arrived in London last week-end, has 
been added to the cast of J. Murray An- 
derson’s forthcoming revue, Fanfare, 
which is due to open in Manchester May 
16 prior to a London season at the 
Prince Edward Theater. The contract 
between Murray Anderson and June was 
negotiated by trans-Atlantic telephone. 
Lady Inverclyde obtained a divorce de- 
cree last August in Reno, Nev., but this 
divorce is not recognized by English law. 
She has been away from England for over 
18 months. Her salary in Fanfare will 
be $850 weekly.

Shakespeare Anniversary Is 


Celebrated Here 


STRATFORD-ON-AVON, England, April 
25.—Saturday, the anniversary of Shake- 
speare’s birth, was signalized by opening 
of the Shakespeare Memorial Theater 
on the banks of the Avon here. Rep- 
resentatives of 70 nations were present, 
including Ambassador Mellon and many 
other Americans. Two-thirds of the fund 
used in building the theater was raised 
in America. 

The celebration of the anniversary and 
opening of the house began early in the 
morning with the ringing of the bells of 
Holy Trinity, the church at which the 
poet’s body rests. The usual yearly pil- 
grimage of Stratford-on-Avon folk began 
at 11, and Sir Archibald Flower then 
welcomed the many visiting notables to 
the little town. Afterwards there was 
a luncheon at the “New Place,” Shake- 
speare’s estate. 

The theater was Officially opened in 
the afternoon with the performance of 
the first part of Henry IV. Before the 
performance the Prince of Wales, Stanley 
Baldwin and the French ambassador 
spoke. 

The second part of Henry IV was per- 
formed in the evening, after which an

ode written for the occasion by the poet 
laureate, John Masefield, was read, and 
speeches were given by Thomas Lamont, 
Mrs. August Belmont and others. The 
ceremonies were broadcast over the radio 
to the United States. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—A week ago 
today, on the anniversary of Shake- 
speare’s birth, the Folger Shakespearean 
Library was dedicated, with many no- 
tables present. The building, plain on 
the outside and harmonizing with the 
government buildings that surround it, 
is Elizabethan within and contains a 
perfect replica of a theater of Shake- 
speare’s time. 

The library contains 20,000 Shake- 
spearean volumes, all of them first edi- 
tions or possessing special value. In 
addition there are 70,000 volumes con- 
cerning Shakespeare and containing the 
plays of other Elizabethan writers and 
also many historical and art objects. 

‘The library was erected at a cost of 
$2,000,000 by the late Henry Clay Folger, 
with an endowment fund of $10,000,000 
for its upkeep and the preservation of 
its collection.

‘Show Boat’ revival moves 
in May 16—others on con- 


tinuing basis 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Despite denials 
and Broadway rumors to the contrary 
which circulated in the early part of the 
week, Floernz Ziegfeld Thursday leased 
the Earl Carroll Theater for his revival 
of Show Boat. The huge house, with 
3,000 seating capacity, was built for Car- 
roll by W. R. Edrington, his financial 
backer, at a reputed cost of $4,500,000, 
and was opened early in the season with 
the ninth edition of Vanities. Early this 
year Carroll moved out after a suit for 
back rent, and recently his brother, Nor- 
man, leased the Manhattan for a five- 
year term. 

The Carroll Theater lease was nego- 
tiated by Douglas L. Elliman & Com- 
pany for the owners and the Erlanger 
booking office for the F. Z. Corporation 
on behalf of Ziegfeld. The producer 
himself is confined by illness to his 
home in Hastings. 

The policy of the huge house will con- 
tinue to be that announced by Carroll: 
De luxe musicals at popular prices. The 
$3 top prevalent under the Carroll re- 
gime will be continued by Ziegfeld, with 
$2 the high for the Wednesday and Sat- 
urday matinees. Ziegfeld may also in- 
troduce a series of Sunday evening 
vaudeville concerts, with the stars of his 
current shows appearing. 

The name of the theater will be 
changed to the Casino, in memory of 
the famous musical comedy house that 
used to stand at Broadway and 39th 
street. Ziegfeld, under the lease will 
use the house for various of his produc- 
tions on a continuing basis. 

Show Boat is set to open on or about 
May 16. Charles Winninger, Helen Mor- 
gan, Puck and White, Aunt Jemima, 
Charles Ellis and Paul Robeson will be 
in the cast. 


Draper for Royal Matinee 


LONDON, April 19—Ruth Draper, 
American actress, whose one-woman 
shows are popular in England, has been 
chosen to appear at the Theatrical Pund 
Matinee at Drury Lane Theater May 3, 
when the Duke and Duchess of York will 
be present. Other items in the show 
will be the trial scene from Pickwick, 
directed by Sir Gerald Du Maurier; an 
act of The Desert Song, a contortionistic 
display by Eve, the English acrobatic 
dancer, and a comedy turn by George 
Robey, foremost English revue comedian.

White with some justice, to have cus- 
tomers wonder whether they are going 
to the Scandals or to Billy Minsky's 
bagnio of burlesque; the hottest cooch 
dancer in a legit revue must seem filled 
with maidenly reticence when compared 
to the damsels who strut their stuff 
across the way at the Eltinge; it is 
something undignified for a $5.50 revue 
to compete with the 10-cent delights of 
the flea circus, and customers who went 
to hear Ethel Merman proclaim that life 
is, after all, just bowl of cherries must 
have been somewhat annoyed at being 
forced first to pass thru a barrage of 
gentlemen loudly proclaiming the respec- 
tive merits of runways, “men only” mo- 
tion pictures, legless ladies, fresh pop 
corn and sundry other kindred delicacies. 

Mr. White has justice on his side. It 
is hard for legit, a hothouse flower at 
best in these dark days, to live side by 
side with such lusty companions as side 
shows, hawkers and the fellow who used 
t- walk on stilts to advertise the merits 
of a certain bean house. The fact that 
Mr. White will, in ail probability, be 
prevented by contractual arrangements 
from leaving 42d street for yet a while 
does not in the least affect the validity 
of his arguments. 4

column remarked that the real Broadway 
—the Broadway of legit—was now in the 
side streets; that it had withdrawn there 
from the onslaught of the movies and 
the other forms of cheapness, just as it 
had withdrawn from its previous homes 
on 14th, 23d and 34th streets upon the 
intrusion of the ten-twent-thirt. 

Your reporter isn’t deploring the situa- 
tion then; he’s merely stating a fact. 
Forty-Second street is no longer the 
home of legit. Mr. White is quite right 
in wanting to move to the darker and 
quieter side streets where the worth that 
legit, at its best, possesses may be seen 
by those few customers who are still 
interested. 

And yet 42d street was once the show 
street of the theater.

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Heated Five-Hour Meeting 


Nips Songwriter Strike 


Executive council of SPA calls meeting and invites Gene 
Buck and E. C. Mills to sit in—Buck will lay matter 
of standard contract before ASCAP 


NEW YORK, May 2.—A five-and-one-half-hour conference Friday night in 
the board rooms of the Songwriters’ Protective Association, which was attended 
by Gene Buck, president of the American Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, and E. C. Mills, general managers, resulted in a decision of the writers 
not to go out on strike as secretly planned. Both Buck and Mills were invited to 


the conference by the Executive Council 


of SPA, who laid before them the plans 


of defensive and affensive measures which were being determined upon in their 


future courses. The strike plan against 
the music publishers to last indef- 
initely and the hope being held that 
no new music would be delivered to 
either publisher, radio station or any 
other source until the publishers came 
thru with a standard form of writer- 
publisher contract satisfactory to the 
writers, leaked out a day or two rgo. 
Billy Rose, songwriter, show producer 
and general leader of the SPA movement, 
was the prime factor in the plan to call 
a strike. Sigmund Romberg, Jerome 
IKXern and other members of the council 
seemed readily swayed by his fierce 
denunciations of the publishers et al., 
and until Buck and Mills spoke their 
piece the strike and other drastic ideas 
were well on the way to be ratified. 


Upshot of the iengthy meeting was 
that Buck promised to lay the whole 
matter before the next meeting of the 
board of directors of the society and if 
okay with the board, that organization 
will aid toward immediately making out 
a new standard form of contract. In a 
heated argument between Mills and 
Rose, Mills insisted that the plan to call 
a strike would be futile and very stupid 
at the present, or any other time. Par- 
ticularly since music publishers were 
hitting rock bottom as to business con- 
ditions, and since it is known that every 
publisher has a safe full of songs, enough 
to last him for a year or two. The pub- 
lishers, it was pointed out, had less to 
lose than the writers and many of them 
would have less worries with no writers 
around, considering the next to nothing 
sheet music sales. 


Rose then said he would agree to any 
standard form of contract Mills would 
write, and it was decided to first let the 
parent organization of both writer and 
publisher have its say about the matter. 

The meeting for one thing did away 
with the deadlock between the Music 
Publishers’ Protective Association and 
the SPA, which reached an impasse when 
the SPA said it would contact ERPI and 
other sound manufacturers itself in ef- 
fort to have SPA and not the MPPA 
make the new agent and trustee agree- 
ment whereby the moneys derived from 
motion picture scoring of music would 
be collected. 


John G. Paine, present agent and 
trustee who acts as collector of the hun- 
dreds of thousand of dollars received 
yearly for such rights, told them all 
negotiations for a standard contract 
would be off should they insist upon 
holding rights which his organization the 
MPPA did not own. The writers said 
they would positively send out letters to 
the ERPI, RCA and others today (May 2). 
As a result of the meeting Friday night, 
SPA will not send out the letter, but will 
wait further developments. 


Levant to Bismarck;

CHICAGO, April 30.—Phil Levant and 
his orchestra, now playing a series of en- 
gagements at the South Shore Country 
Club, follow Art Kassel into the Bis- 
marck Hotel beginning May 10.

AST week this column called atten- 

tion to the fact that the National 

Association of Broadcasters has chos- 
en a committee to treat with E. C. Mills, 
ceneral manager of the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
on the question of the Society asking 
for a new license fee, that of five per 
cent of the money spent for broadcasting 
facilities by the commercial advertisers. 

This committee is wholly a big station, 
or network, proposition, with representa- 
tives from NBC, CBS and WTIC, of Hart- 
ford, Conn. The latter is affiliated with 
NBC, so it is a 100 per cent big-time gag, 
with the little stations numbering sev- 
eral hundred with no special representa- 
tion. 

Now, O. F. Schutte, of Washington, has 
been appointed by the NAB to head the 
fight against the proposed increase in 
station license fees to play copyrighted 
music. Schutte is the man who led the 
indie stations in their fight against RCA 
and its patent pools. And he put up a 
stiff battle to say the least. Now he is 
in the position of being aligned with 
RCA in fighting the copyright owners. 

Should any special significance be at- 
tached to such a move? On the face of 
it, it seems that there is plenty of sur- 
prise in it for the small broadcasters. 
The large networks, who will bear the 
brunt of the increased music taxation, 
felt sure the small stations whose fees 
are reduced in the new license agree- 
ments would stand by them in the hour 
of trial. What benefit the small stations 
derive from this is very problematical. 
But they have a wagon load of food for 
thought if they will simply figure the 
whole matter out. Especially the sudden 
appointment of Mr. Schutte. 

On the face of it, if anybody is to look 
after the smaller stations it will prob- 
ably be the ASCAP itself and not the big 
brothers of the networks. Somehow, it 
simply shapes up that way. 


ADIO advertising men of Chicago 
who were addressed by Fred Forster, 
local music man, still can’t get 

things straight about those electrical 
transcriptions. Forster told them every- 
thing he knew, could learn or gather 
anent the situation, but still they asked 
questions and Forster was swamped. For 
this reason, John G. Paine, chairman of 
the board of the Music Publishers’ Pro- 
tective Association, is in Chicago this 
week in effort to further enlighten the 
advertising men. on the matter in ques- 
tion. The question that irks the radio 
ad men is why two supposedly music 
fees have to be paid by a station that 
plays an electrical transcription. A 
phonograph record is a record it would 
seem—even if the fancy sounding elec- 
trical transcription is applied. The copy- 
right law says the copyright owners must 
get two cents for such recordings. But 
the publishers maintain this is for a rec- 
ord used exclusively in the home and 
once a record is played over the radio it 
comes under the heading of “A public 
performance for profit” within the in- 
tent of a clause in the copyright act. 


E escapade of Leo the MGM lion in 

the studios WBZ was probably the 

most excitement any station ever 
witnessed. Yet the doings of the tooth- 
less old Leo is minimized down to noth- 
ing, and no special order is being issued 
to guard against such occurrences in. the 
future. He just handed out a few 
scratches they say and that is nothing 
to worry about. Couldn’t have been a 
strawberry festival for the seven who 
were injured, nor those who discovered 
eight new avenues of egress in getting 
out of Leo’s way. Such things leave plen- 
ty of room for heavy damage suits and 
hardly seem worthwhile when all angles 
are considered. 


“Score Charges” Get Airing 


NEW YORK, April 30.—All motion pic- 
ture producers and other sub-licensees 
of Electrical Research Products, Inc., 
RCA and other sound equipment manu- 
facturers met Wednesday in the board 
rooms of the MPPA for the purpose of 
getting set on the so-called score charges 
which are passed onto the exhibitors as a 
“score charge,” but which in reality is 
claimed to be a patents license fee. 

Score charge has been a_ constant 
source of annoyance to the exhibitors, 
who believe it is a music tax. Repre- 
sentatives of the many organizations in- 
terested will further meet in effort to 
clarify the situation for the movie ex- 
hibitor, who believes the music folk are 
getting the so-called “score charges” on 
every film with sound. 


ASCAP To Take Up 


Foreign Compacts 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Meeting of the 
ASCAP board of directors has been called 
for Thursday afternoon to take up the 
matter of renewing agreements with for- 
eign performing rights societies. 

At present there are reciprocal agree- 
ments in force and the American organi- 
zation collects certain fees for the Eng- 
lish, French, Italian and other societies 
on music used in this country, and the 
European organizations do the same for 
American composers and publishers. 

Agreements now in force run out Sep- 
tember 1, and it is expected that these 
‘will be renewed with some minor reser- 
vations.

Ed Wynn, w.-k. comedian, makes his 
radio debut as the Texaco Fireman, with 
Graham McNamee doing the announc- 
ing and playing straight for him, in ad- 
dition to Don Vorhees and a 35-piece 
band and a double male quartet. 

This ever-funny clown, of course, does 
not come into the category or those who 
have to be seen in order to be fully ap- 
preciated. Wynn and his lisp, his com- 
edy talk and style of putting a gag over 
hops thru the ether in no uncertain man- 
ner. Sure-fire hit as long as he has any 
kind of material at all, and there is no 
danger of him running out of gags or 


stories. His personality is well suited 
to the mike. 
An intimate atmosphere is created, 


with Wynn as the local fire chief and 
gagging with McNamee. He also did the 
letter answering stuff, which is not 
strictly original with him, of course, and 
showed his strength by launching into 
an opera piece-by-piece, and after each 
short narration had the orchestra inter- 
pret it. This was built up cleverly. In- 
terspersed at another period was selec- 
tions by the singers and Vorhees with an 
excellent combination offered a few se- 
lections on his own, as well as clowning 
pieces for Wynn? 

Credits have been reduced to a mini- 
mum, and Wynn works the gasoline 
product in a couple of times as a gag. 
He also tells a few funny gas stories. 
Program can’t miss, Judging by the mo- 
mentum it has gained with the very first 
broadcast. M. H. S. 


Kodak Week-End Hour 


Reviewed Friday, 9-9:30 p.m. Style—

Returning to the air once more for 


the summer, Kodak brings one of the 
smoothest and most entertaining pro- 
grams on the ether. Paul Robeson, col- 
ored baritone, handed out the radio per- 
formance of his career, Nat Shilkret 
never handled his augmented ensemble 
to better advantage and the male voices, 
assisted by Thelma Kessler, further add- 
ed to the half-hour period. 

Program director did unusually well in 
carrying out a theme of Southern folk 
song to fit in with Robeson. This out- 
standing baritone sang Water Boy, Scan- 
dalize My Name, as his first two Negro 
folk songs. Each number was announced, 
and even his pianist was given credit. 
Next sock after the commercial credits 
was the orchestra playing a medley of 
airs from the Berlin show, Face the Mu- 
Sic, with the voices taking choruses here 
and there. The Negro ballad, Down the 
Lover’s Lane, was Robeson's next number, 
and with orchestra accompaniment he 
did River Stay *‘Way from Mu Door. 
Shilkret did the oldtimer, Whispering, 
and again proved himself a student of 
Whiteman, doing the Whiteman original 
arrangement of that number pretty close- 
ly. From any angle the number was not 
so forte and was the only possible let- 
down. for Nat. Following another credit 
for the sponsor voices and orchestra did 
Lindy Lou, revealing neat harmony. 

Closins was a medley from the You- 
man’s show of a few seasons ago, Great 
Day, Miss Kessler and the male voices 
doing part, the orchestra doing some 
choruses, and Robeson did Without a 
Song. Thus the motif was carried out to 
perfection. Robeson is not new to radio, 
since he did a few broadcasts lately, in- 
cluding one for Ziegfeld, and in London 
he was a feature sometime ago over 2LO. 
He has loads of mike technique and, 
while he never gave the impression of 
extending himself in aMy way, sang 
faultlessly, without reaching for unneces-. 
sary high ones. He was easily at home. 

Entire broadcast, if the quality is 
maintained, is bound to be one of the 
outstanding features of the summer. 
Shilkret did the hour in the past on 
another chain and will be the regular 
part of the program. Rest of the artists 
will be used as guests (paid, of course) 
and mostly high-class songsters. Any- 
one tuning in on such entertainment 
free of charge certainly does not mind 
the sponsor getting in his lick. As it 
happens, the Kodak copy is fairly modest, 
and in excellent taste. M. H. S.

One of the most distinguished second- 
night audiences of the season sat on the 
hard benches of the Provincetown to see 
the Walter Hart-Michael Blankfort pro- 
duction of Merry-Go-Round, by Albert 
Maltz and George Sklar, and, when the 
18-scene play had finally run its course, 
the customers remained not only to ap- 
plaud, but to cheer. The Provincetown, 
the swan song of which was sadly sung 
by this department on the occasion of 
its last show, has found an eleventh hour 
lease on life. As the incubator of such 
plays as Merry-Go-Round, there is a 
definite—a necessary—place for it in the 
theatrical scheme of things. 


The Maltz-Sklar play, taking the theme 
of Al Woods’ lamented Inside Story, 
shows what can be done with it in en- 
thusiastic, competent and indignant 
hands. It takes essentially the same 
plot, and, with convincing honesty of 
purpose and flaming violence of view- 
point, strips it of all the cheaply the- 
atrical compromise which Inside Story 
made with the supposed demands of 
Broadway. Where Inside Story was melo- 
dramatic, Merry-Go-Round is_ starkly 
vicious; where Inside Story was senti- 
mental, Merry-Go-Round is ruthless and 
driving, and in the end, where Inside 
Story wrecked itself on the shoals of a 
phony .and impossible “happy ending,”

and hot scorn the political machinations 
that have come from the contact of party 
leaders with the gangs; it is an expose of 
conditions which have existed since the 
days of the Tweed ring, which will con- 
tinue to exist, one fears, so long as so- 
called democratic government on a large 
scale lasts. But it is an expose which, 
none the less, thru its ruthless honesty 
and the tremendous emotion which it 
manages to invoke, comes as a startling 
and exciting thing. 

The tale tells of Ed Martin, a bellboy, 
who thru no fault of his own is involved 
in the murder of Stransky, an under- 
world chieftain. In spite of a huge fear 
of what the gangs will do to him if he 
secures the conviction of Zelli, the mur- 
derer, he gives witness, a pawn in the 
hands of politicians who are using the 
Stransky case to avoid a threatened in- 
vestigation. But Zelli has certain papers 
and the politicians are forced to drop the 
case. From the smallest cop, up thru 
the district attorney’s office, up thru the 
mayor, all the way to the party boss, 
there is a philosophy of corrupt ex- 
pediency. 

Someone has to be convicted of the 
Stransky murder to satisfy the investi- 
gators, and so Ed Martin is called back, 
and, after taking a terrific and horrible 
beating—a beating that leaves the cus- 
tomers’ blood running cold—he signs a 
confession. An eminent lawyer interests 
himself in the case, succeeds in arousing 
public sentiment, and is forestalled when 
Fd, thru the connivance of the police 
department, is found hanging in his cell. 
That, of course, is an admission of guilt 
in the eyes of the public. 

It all sounds melodramatic in synopsis, 
but it’s not. With the stirring and ex- 
citing direction furnished by Walter 
Hart, with the quickly changed and ef- 
fective sets furnished by Isaac Benesch, 
with a moving sign across the Province- 
town proscenium intended to represent 
The Times news flashes, with Maltz and 
Sklar’s vivid, stirring and tense writing, 
and with some excellent acting on the 
parts of Elisha Cook Jr. and some of the 
others, it emerges as a grim and realistic 
statement of conditions—and, more than 
that, as a stirring and moving human 
document, an exciting theatrical evening. 

The play moves uptown to the Cort on 
Tuesday (3). What its chances will 
be in what is still fondly called the com- 
mercial theater is a thing hard to figure. 
The stark excitement of the first two 
acts, the brooding horror of the third, 
are things that are effective on any stage. 
But whether uptown audiences, grown 
soft on springtime fare, can stand the 
raw meat of its action is another ques- 
tion.

Another Language, the drama by Rose 
Franken which Arthur Beckhard is pro- 
ducing at the Eooth, is really a play in 
two parts—or, rather, two moods. One 
mood presents the Hallams—a numerous 
and annoying tribe—in colors so faithful 
that the more sensitive members of the 
audience grew actually uncomfortable 
in their presence, and the other mood 
presents the age-old, stage-old conflict 
between the artist and the bourgeoisie, 
this time mixed in with what has come 
to be known in theatrical circles as the 
Fata Morgana theme. The Franken play 
thus stands as a somewhat odd mixture, 
and to confound matters further there 
is the fact that the auhor presents her 
essential problem and then leaves it 
hanging in the air as the curtain falls, 
offering an ending so unmotivated, so 
unconvincing and in every way so far 
from final that nothing, really, has been 
accomplished. 

And yet, in these sorry days of the 
season's end, Another Language stands 
as, comparatively at least, an important 
play. You may dislike it and its people, 
you may feel that its essential problem 


is far from thought thru and that it is 
old anyhow, you may become hugely 
annoyed at the show, but you can’t 
entirely dismiss it. That is probably as 
much because of the splendid produc- 
tion and uncannily accurate direction 
furnished by Mr. Beckhard as because 
of the play itself. 

The Clan Hallam foregathers every 
Tuesday evening at the home of Pa and 
Ma, a typical middle-class clan, small- 
minded, upright and in every way the 
prototypes of people you see everywhere. 
That fact is the prime reason that this 
weary spectator objects to seeing them 
also On the stage. The Hallams of real 
life are bad enough, and you enter under 
a theater’s marquee to be taken away 
from the word of humdrum and oppres- 
Sive reality. 

The one fly in the Hallam ointment is 
Stella, wife of the youngest of the four 
sons, an intelligent lass with artistic 
leanings. The author scores a point in 
making her a very ordinary gal, with 
her artistic aptitudes suggested, but 
never stressed. Most dramatists would 
have yielded to the temptation to make 
of her just another defeated genius. 

She has been married to Victor for 
seven years, and with horror she sees 
the first fine flush of their love paling 
and growing cold. Victor is turning out 
to be just another Hallam. And then 
into her life comes Jerry, son of the 
oldest brother, a lad who wants to be 
an architect, but who, because of the 
stern family coce, is plumped down in 
the middle of his father’s factory. There 
is sympathy between Stella and Jerry, 
a sympathy which, on his part at least, 
flames up into love. 

Stella sees what is happening and 
makes vain attempts to recapture her 
husband. But Victor, under the lash 
of his terrible family, refuses to be re- 
captured. The climax comes when Stella 
assaults the clan in defense of Jerry, 
and Victor walks out on her to spend the 
night with his ma. Jerry returns, and 
Stella sees herself yielding to what is, 
in essence, only the reawakening of the 
love she had for Victor when Victor was 
young and fine. 

In an ending that is unconvincing 
and which dodges its problem complete- 
ly, Victor comes to his senses, defends 
his wife and seems to understand, and 
she reconsiders her decision to leave him 
while she thinks things out. It is a 
sorry, stale and unprofitable conclusion, 
for Victor, you can be sure, under the 
prod of his brothers and his unspeakable 
ma (who rules her children thru faint- 
ing spells) will ultimately revert to the 
true Hallam form. It leaves the whole 
thing hanging, with the feeling that the 
play had to be ended somehow and the 
easiest method was picked. 

The impression made by the unbear- 
able Hallams—an impression that may 
have been funny to those other Hallams 
out in the audience (who never seem to 
mind laughing at themselves) and to the 
scattered fortunates who have never en- 
countered Hallams in real life—was in- 
tensely annoying and horribly distaste- 
ful to those who get enough Hallam in 
their daily contacts without going to 
the theater for another dose in the 
guise of entertainment and escape. The 
Hallams were a theatrica] feat, as realis- 
tic a collection of stagefolk as this re- 
porter has ever seen. But realism isn’t 
theatrical art; it’s theatrical photog- 
raphy. It’s a good trick, but it doesn’t 
make a good play; in fact, it militates 
against one. 

The direction uncannily emphasized 
that realism, but in the portions of the 
play wherein Stella’s story was unfolded 
it became extremely effective. The act- 
ing was excellent thruout, with Dorothy 
Stickney lending truth and tenderness 
to Stella, Glenn Anders being a forth- 
right Victor, and the rest of them acting 
Hallams with such ruthlessness that 
they might almost have been working 
out a grudge. John Beal, as Jerry, was 
least effective of the lot.

Nationals In; 
Out; In Again 


Unique situation at Wash-_ 
ington, where musicians 
are paid without working 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—For some days 
it looked as if last Saturday night's 
performance of On the Spot given by the 
National Players would mark the exit 
of what has been pronounced the best 
summer stock company ever seen in 
Washington. Likewise, it appeared that 
the title of the play was prophetic. As 
matters now stand, the Nationals are 
carrying on. But at a dear price to 
the actors. 


The trouble began more than a week 
ago. The Musicians’ Union demanded of 
Steve Cochran that seven musicians be 
kept in the orchestra pit. Last season 
the number was four. The stock was 
organized this year apparently with the 
promoters and managers under the im- 
pression that the same concession made 
by the union last year when four musi- 
cians were used would be acceptable. 
Out of this misunderstanding came the 
demand. 


Cochran refused to meet it. He posted 
the two weeks’ notice. Confronted by 
loss of work, the actors pledged them- 
selves to pay the difference in salaries 
between four musicians satisfactory to 
the theater and seven demanded by the 
union. 


Meantime Cochran had published a 
notice in the newspapers that the com- 
pany would close last Saturday. Follow- 
ing came another notice to the effect 
that the season would continue with 
Unexpected Husband as the new bill. 
But accompanying the first notice was 
a call to patrons who had subscribed in 
advance for a 10-week season to apply 
at the box office for a refund of their 
money. 


According to Cochran, there will be 
$440 a week paid to the union and there 
will be no musicians used in the pit. 
This payment, he says, is necessary to 
satisfy the demand if the show is to go 
on. A Courtney Hayden, president of 
the Musicians’ Union, says a contract 
exists and there will be no waiver of that 
contract. 


Four Sellouts Each Week 
Is Rule at Knoxville 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 30.—Pros- 
perity continues to march with the 
Peruchi Players. Good business is the 
rule. There are three or four sellouts 
each week and it is always a turnaway 
at both shows on Saturday.

OOD news for the theater is the de- 

cision of the Repertory Players of 

New York to operate the summer 
home of stock at Haines Falls, N. Y., 
again this summer. This organization 
is important to the welfare of the living, 
speaking stage. It is a direct outgrowth 
of the changed conditions in the theat- 
rical world. These conditions have 
brought about a shortage of young, pro- 
fessionally experienced stage talent in 
all branches. The depreciation in new 
talent is due largely to the decline of 
stock and road shows, aggravated by the 
further fact that managers, distracted 
by adversity on all sides thru a pro- 
longed period, are grasping too avidly 
for “names” and artists who have demon- 
strated their ability on Broadway. 

. . . 


If the Repertory Players of New York 
live up to their avowed purposes this or- 
ganization’s success is of vital moment 
to the great and humble of the profes- 
sion and to the public alike. The real 
theater in America was never more in 
need of stimulation. The stated aims 
and objects, briefly put, are these: 1— 
To afford young professional artists, in 
all branches of the theater, an oppor- 
tunity for a more varied and extensive 
experience. 2—To afford the trained 
student and newcomer an opportunity 
to secure that professional training and 
experience which is demanded by man- 
agers. 3—To afford the beginner an op- 
portunity to test his talent and secure 
an authoritative opinion on his adapta- 
bility. 4—To try out the plays of new 
playwrights. 

. . 

Louis Hallett and Gene Francois, di- 
rectors of the organization, explain that 
the Repertory Players’ organization is 
not a dramatic school, nor is it a Little 
Theater school nor a group of profes- 
sional players giving occasional perform- 
ances, but is a professionally operated 
company playing continually. During 
the season—and this will be the third 
in the Catskills—an extensive repertory 
will be presented. “Names,” seasoned 
artists and tyros often people the same 
casts. If the backers and promoters of this 
permanent company are clever enough 
and fortunate enough to derive personal 
financial profit from the venture they 
will be richly entitled to it. This and 
other summertime thespian assemblages 
of its type are the nursing homes of the 
theater arts. 


HE situation at Washington, where 

after a single prosperous week, un- 

expected demands by the Musicians’ 
Union aroused the ire of Steve Cochran 
and caused the posting of the two-weeks’ 
notice and an announcement in the 
newspapers that the stock at the Na- 
tional Theater would close April 30, is 
regrettable. Last season this company 
was given a special concession by the 
union men. Four musicians sufficed for 
the orchestra. 

. . . 

It was with the understanding that a 
like concession would be made this sea- 
son that Steve Cochran and Clifford 
Brooke organized the new stock. Obvi- 
ously there was a misunderstanding.

C. TOMLINSON, of the Tomlinson 
e Tent Show, pipes in to say some 
kind words for The Spotlight and, 
at the same time, to take us to task for 
using this column several weeks back to 
air a personal battle between Billy 
Wehle, manager of Billroy’s Comedians, 
and Billy Wagoner, agent ahead of the 
Heffner-Vinson Show, relative to the li- 
cense situation in Alabama and the pos- 
sibilities of booking a tent show in that 
State under the existing regulations and 
conditions. Sez Mr. Tomlinson: 

“The Spotlight certainly has been a 
great delight, as well as full of helpful 
hints to the readers of The Billboard. 
However, several weeks back it was used 
as a battle ground for a petty quarrel 
between a manager and an advance 
agent. If grievances must be aired, why 
not take them to The Forum for a fight 
to the finish instead of filling a de- 
lightful- spot with a lot of rubbish? 
What does it matter who plays a cer- 
tain town and who books the show in, 
just so long as the town is booked, the 
show opens on time and the natives 
pack the tent? 

After getting that load off his chest, 
Mr. Tomlinson pours forth five para- 
graphs of ideal tent show logic, which 
is too good to keep to ourselves. So here 
*tis. 

“As to playing Alabama, I am certain 
that a lot of tent show managers have 
been led to believe that it is impossible 
to play that State. Why take the word 
of a:‘performer or a manager? Spend 
two cents and write the Revenue Com- 
mission of Alabama and it will be glad 
to send you a copy of the law governing 
tent shows. 

“The winter of 1930-'31 we played 
Georgia and Florida, but upon in- 
quiry thru the proper channels we 
found that for the winter months the 
license in. Alabama would not permit a 
show to play to poor business. We know 
from experience that there is not a show 
on the road that is turning them away 
all the time. So, consequently, we 
thought it more profitable not to enter 
the State. In normal times Alabama 
would be as good as any other State. 

“This coming season has the outdoor 
showman worried. Freakish weather, de- 
pression squealers and a thousand other 
whatnots make a mountain of troubles. 
The theaters have been battling along on 
these same troubles, but they are still 
going. Credit does not last forever, so 
they must be marking down on the right 
side of the ledger. 

“The Apostle Paul in many of his let- 
ters used such phrases as ‘Be faithful— 
have courage—fight a good fight.’ I 
think that a lot of these can be applied 
to the show world. Frame your show 
to suit your depression pocketbook. 
Make your performance one that your 
patrons cannot find fault with. Adver- 
tise your wares like a street corner news- 
boy. Then push, push, push. In push- 
ing, success will come. We must not 
lose sight of the fact that ‘Americans 
love and must have amusement.’ If the 
show that comes to their town is not 
equal to the standard of amusement, 
then you cannot expect the public to 
donate. But if it is equal to anything 
that they have within a radius of 20 
miles, then the show will have a ‘fight- 
ing chance. 

“It used to be that all you had to do 
was to advertise or let it be known that 
a show was in town. The public are not 
rubes any more. There are no more sticks. 
Consequently, we have to adjust and re- 
adjust our form of entertainment. Un- 
til we have it at nar or above we have 
no room to kick.”

one complaint has reached The Billboard 
relative to the ruling. This came from 
Limie Stilwell, owner-manager of the 
Hollywood Scandals, currently touring 
the Publix houses thru Indiana and Illi- 
nois. Members of the band with the 
Scandals were given a warning on the 
ruling during the show’s engagement in 
Bloomington, Ind., last Sunday. Orches. 
tra boys were permitted to fill out the 
engagement, but were given to under- 
stand that an infraction of the rule at 
any other house would mean the con- 
fiscation of their union cards. 


Coming at a time when tabloids are 
struggling desperately to regain a foot- 
hold in the theatrical field, the new 
union order, if carried out in all sections 
of the country, is bound to form a seri- 
ous obstacle for the tabloid type attrac- 
tions, particularly the smaller shows, 
which in recent months have begun to 
successfully invade the chain theaters in 
the South and Middle West, most of 
which have not had attractions on their 
stages or a band in their pits since the 
advent of the talking film. Virtually all 
of these theaters are still operating with. 
out a house orchestra, leaving it up to 
the stage band to play the show from 
beginning to end. 


The fad of using a stage band with a 
tabloid attraction is practically a new 
fad. It was first introduced about two 
seasons ago, and now almost ail of the 
miniature musical comedies are so 
equipped. With the orchestra barred 
from appearing with the stage shows, 
tabloid managers naturally will have 
greater difficulty than ever in book- 
ing the houses. 

The tab and presentation managers feel 
that they are being infringed upon and 
that the new ruling is aimed to kill that 
particular type of entertainment, thus 
throwing more “flesh” on the already 
overcrowded unemployed market.

\ Representative in Congress 


The growth of the population of Cali- 
fornia as, indeed, of all things Califor- 
nian, is such as to require the creation 
of a new congressional district in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles. 

This new district, which is to be the 
16th congressional district, begins at the 
ocean at the Malibu Beach colony, al- 
ready a theatrical stronghold, and runs 
south to Redondo. Its eastern boundary 
curves to include all of Culver City, In- 
glewood and Beverly Hills and a major 
portion of Hollywood. 

Geoffrey F. Morgan, who was an 
Equity member from 1926 to 1929, and 
who now holds an honorable withdrawal 
eard while he devotes himself to lectur- 
ing and the writing of operettas, has 
written to Equity in great haste to say 
that he has been nominated for Congress 
from that district. How great is Mr. 
Morgan’s haste is evident from the fact 
that he neglected to say anything as to 
his platform or even as to which party 
had nominated him. 

But Equity cannot let incidents of that 
sort serve as a bar. It is willing, sight 
unseen, to swear that Mr. Morgan. has a 
platform, and it is willing to believe that 
he has a nomination. 

Now, then, if Equity members, with 
some slight help from the barbarians, 
can elect Mr. Morgan to Congress, it is 
possible that after a decent period of 
apprenticeship he may be able to give 
better direction to the Congressional per- 
formance than it now appears to have 
available. 

Of course, in the meantime, we may 
all perish from super-taxes and starva- 
tion. But it would be a noble experi- 
ment. And Equity is all for keeping its 
members before the public.

Equity hears with considerable pleas- 
ure that The Cat and the Fiddle has been 
playing Broadway long enough to become 
eligible for another benefit performance 
for the Actors’ Fund of America. This 
performance will be given at the Globe 
Theater on the afternoon of May 6. 


Second Folio ‘Titus Andronicus’

second folio of Shakespeare’s works.

Bound into the volume with the play 
are the last page of Coriolanus and the 
first page of Romeo and Juliet. It is, 
ill in all, a work of great value, especial- 
ly to an actors’ organization, and Equity

Origin of “Turkey Shows” 


There are certain terms in show busi- 
ness Which are so generally known that 
they, are accepted without question. But 
not everyone realizes the origin of the 


look out carefully for its 


expressions so freely used. And often 
they are of real interest. For instance, 
Frank Ellsworth Hatch, of Boston, has 


this contribution 
the theater: 

“In the article ‘A Stranding in the 
Good Old Days,’ the origin of the term 
‘turkey shows’ has been discussed. AS 
long as I remember things pertaining to 
the theater, which is more than 50 years, 
and tho it has never been authoritatively 
determined, the most reasonable ex- 
planation I have ever heard is this: 

“Up around the lumber camps of Can- 
ada and Northern New England the lum- 
berjacks travel about from place to place 
carrying their earthly possessions wrapped 
up in a piece of canvas, known to them 
as a turkey. 

“Hence a show with little or no bag- 
gage or scenery came to be known as & 
turkey show. By tradition the term has 
as many derivations as the word ‘ham’ 
applied to a poor actor, and all of them 
clouded in obscurity.” 

Charles M. Seay, who wrote the article 
to which Mr. Hatch referred, defined a 
“turkey show” in these words: 

“A ‘turkey show’ was a bunch of idle 
actors promoted by some chap who had 
money enough for carfare to the first 
stand to play the few days around 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. These 
spots were hoped to bring in enough jack 
to buy a ‘turk’ when we got back home. 
Hence a ‘turkey show.’” 

If anyone else has an explanation for 
this generally known and used term to 
indicate a small, itinerant, unpaid and 
ill-equipped theatrical troupe, let us have 
it.

Real Chance for Philologists 


A reader, and a close reader of The 
Equity Magazine, has posed this ques- 
tion of philology with: regard to the 
quotation. from Hamlet in the’ April 
Equity which goes beyond the scholarly 
attainments of its editor. Fortunately, 
there are among the Equity membership 
those who will be able to supply his de- 
ficiencies and to them this note is ad- 
dressed : 

“Hamilet’s tribute to Horatio (from Act 
III, Scene 2) makes one wish for two or 


three lines from Shakespeare in each 
succeeding issue of The Magazine. In- 
cidentally, in the lines 
“‘Por thou hast been 
As one, in suffering all, that suffers noth- 
ing; 

A man that fortune’s buffets and rewards 
Hast ta’en with equal thanks: ...’ 


“The quotation furnishes in the second 
‘hast’ an interesting reminder of the use 
of this form of the auxiliary as it appears 
in the Quarto, and in the Gollancz, Cam- 
bridge and Clarendon editions. 

“The Folio, Rolfe, Pope, Furness and 
Rowe had ‘hath.’ Caldecott, Knight and 
Collier favor the form ‘has.* 

“As ‘man’ is third person, the relative 
‘that’ is necessarily of the same person 
and determines the person of the verb 
‘hath ta’en’ as was pointed out in. the 
last century by Hiram Corson, professor 
of English Literature at Cornell. 

“Forbes Robertson, in his version of 
Hamlet, followed the Cambridge ‘hast,’ 
which appears to be the form usually 
employed on the stage.” . 

Now here is a chance for those mem- 
bers who fancy their knowledge of Eng- 
lish and Shakespeare to determine to 
what extent this conclusion was justi- 
fied.

The constitution defines a member in 
good standing as one who is paid up six 
months in advance.

It is true that members who are out 
of work are allowed 30 dgys’ grace in 
which to pay dues—this is not allowed 
members who are working. 

Your contract states that you agree 
that you are a member in good standing 
of the Chorus Equity and that you will 
remain a member in good standing for 
the duration of your engagement. This 
clause is just as important as is any 
other clause in the contract, and if you 
are not in good standing you have 
broken your contract. 

Don’t wait for the deputy or for some 
employee of your Association to ask for 
your dues. Remaining in good standing 
is your responsibility. It is you who 
benefit by the existence of the Associa- 
tion. 

In sending in ques do not send cash. 
Send a check or money order made pay- 
able to the Chorus Equity Association. 

Members who expect to remain out of 
the profession for a period of a year or 
more and who do not wish to continue 
paying dues should apply for an 
honorable withdrawal card. Holding this 
card, should you remain out of the thea- 
ter for a year or more, you would pay 
current dues only upon returning. Re- 
maining out of the profession for less 
than a year, you would pay dues from 
the time the card was issued, but no 
delinquency fine. Members applying for 
this card must be in good standing at 
the time of making application. 

Again there appears to be a misun- 
derstanding relative to the withdrawal 
card. Members holding this card are 
entitled to none of the benefits of the 
Association, including the employment 
bureau and the dancing classes, while 
the card is effective. 

Send your dues immediately and help 
to make your company the first that is 
100 per cent in good standing to Novem- 
ber 1, 1932.

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Legit Shows’ Sharp Class Division 
HE tendency seen last year of all legit 
shows falling into one of two definite 
and clearly defined success categories 

nas this year become even more emphatic. 

Kither a show on Broadway this season is 

a smash hit or it is an abysmal failure; there 

is no in-between—there are no plays now 

which are moderate successes. It is a tend- 
ency which was predicted last. summer. 

It is only the unusually good play this 
year that manages to get across. This js 
partly due to the prevailing money shortage, 
partly to the increased discrimination of 
theater audiences. They know what they 
wait, these days, and they have no money 
to spend on anything else. Therresult is that 
plays which catch the public fancy are im- 
mediately boosted into hit categories. Every- 
one who goes to the theater at all wants tu 
see them. In the year of the stage’s worst 
depression, therefore, we have had such 
money makers as “Of Thee I Sing,” “The 
Laugh Parade,” “Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra,” “Counsellor-at-Law,” “Reunion. in 
Vienna,” “Springtime for Henry,” “The 
Animal Kingdom,” “There’s Always Juliet” 
and many more. 

But those plays which fail to catch on 
whole-heartedly simply do not catch on at 
all. There have been a few shows which 
lingered for a couple of weeks thru artificial 
respiration; a few whose lives were ex- 
tended by the ministering hands of 
Leblang’s. But the great class of plays 
which drew in the occasional sidewalk and 
sucker trade, and so managed to eke out 2 
living for 8 or 10 weeks, has almost entirely 
disappeared. 


There was every bit as large a demand for the 
fraternal circus the season cf 1931-’32 as there 
probebly ever was, which speaks very well for the 
future of this tyne of amusement. One of the 
latest indoor shows to eo cver in a big way was 
the Shrine Circus at Omaha last week, with a 
meritarious program and turnaways the rule. 
True, a few undertakings during the winter did 
not fare as good as anticipated, and while the 
economic situation served as a good alibi, obe 
servations lead one to believe that poor show- 
manship and an inferior performance were more 
to blame than anything else. 


Object Lesson in Overseating 


OT so long ago the major theater cir- 
cuits strove with might and main to 
see how many theaters they could 

build, buy or annex thru mergers. [Every 
site and town looked good while the shekels 
rolled in and as soon as an independent or 
competitor failed to come to terms on buy- 
ing pictures, or did business considered too 
good, a brand-new theater sprang up, almost 
over night. 

The same story holds true of probably 
hundreds of towns. Particularly the fact 
tnat a town supported, say, one good house 
As soon as another theater came into the 
picture, the business was more or less split 
up and both houses starved slowly but 
surely. That ouses were going up with the 
seats in every socality out of all proportion 
to the popvlation that could be drawn on, 
and certainly years ahead of the birth rate, 
made ne difference to the then moneyed cir- 
cuits. Sometimes more than one.new house 
came into a town and made it several houses 
too many. 

And so, with losses now unbear able, the 
circuits have found out in a maze of red ink 
that there really can be such a thing as over- 
seating not only towns but nearly the entire 
country. Nothing safe and sane seems to 
have been part of these terrific expansion 
schemes. Not only in regard to new houses 
hut leases at top prices when real estate 
was at the high-water mark. And all these 
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obligations had to be met and are still being 
met, in blood as it were. 

One circuit probably saw the handwrit- 
ing on the wall several years ago and un- 
loaded all of its theaters. Not because the 
executives saw what was coming so much 
as they wanted to show the independent 
exhibitor that they were with him. This 
firm actually showed a handsome profit the 
past fiscal year. Another major concern has 
recently completed plans for leasing about 
all of its hundreds of houses, while the new- 
est development is that another tremendous 
organization is further closing houses in job 
lots, saving millions by keeping them dark. 

No one thought, it seems, in either the 
Hays organization or among the large cir- 
cuits, to take pencil and paper and figure out 
an ordinary problem in mathematics. There 
are just so many people who patronize thea- 
ters, or who can be included in the possible 
draw; which should also mean that there 
is a limit to the number of seats that should 
be made available for this possible pat- 
ronage. But the ego that consumes film 
producers, no doubt made them believe that 
their product would simply draw the trade 
awav from all opposition houses regardless. 

One by one, over-ambitious expansion 
has killed nearly every big motion picture 
producer and circuit combination. It will 
take years before most of them are on their 
feet again. Let us hope the lesson of the 
current over-seating experience will remain 
one for all future theatrical activities. It 
went back to the old showman’s adage that 
it is far better to fill up a small house than 
to half fill a large one. 


While Savannah, Ga., has had no real amuse- 
ment such as circus, minstrel, tent dramatic or 
trateling troupes of any kind in many moons, 
there is an indication of a return to some of life’s 
real pleasures of the “good old days.” Seaboard 
Air Line Railroad gave a $6 round-trip excursion 
from Savannah to Washington, D. C., April 23, 
and more than 700 went. Just another instance 
that proves the public must be given special in- 
ducements in price or improved quality to loosen 
the pursestrings in these times. Atlantic Coast 
—  amecstad has the same excursion offer for 

ay 7. 


Amateur Talent and the Theater 


OMPLAINTS against the employing of 

amateur talent by managers and cast- 

ing agents have been given space re- 
cently in The Billboard, likewise com- 
munications from writers, both professional 
and amateur actors, who disagree with the 
complainants. 

The complaining dramatic and vaudeville 
artists contend that managers and agents 
employing amateurs are not only taking 
the bread out of the mouths of professionals 
but are lowering the art standards of the liv- 
ing, speaking stage. 

Viewed from the professional’s stand- 
point, there is forcefulness in the objections 
of the man or woman artist seeking employ- 
ment who finds preference given to the new- 
comer to the theater. But often there is 
more forcefulness than logic. 

The professional, it would seem, is de- 
serving of preference where a choice is to be 
made, provided considerations other than 
the difference between experience and train- 
ing do not enter into the situation. But 
usually other considerations do motivate 
the manager and casting agent in making 
the selection. A manager or agent with a 
vacancy in the cast for which a professional 
actor and an amateur are applying who 
gives the job to the untutored player will 
not long remain a manager or an agent. No 
manager prefers the amateur. When the 
amateur is employed there’s a reason. 

To those professionals who clamor 
against “an invasion of the theater by rank 
amateurs” the only apparent reason is “he’s 
a cheap skate, hiring these department store 
clerks, mechanics and high-school kids be- 
cause he can get them to work for less than 
he will have to pay experienced actors.” 

That argument is specious. Members of 
a dramatic cast and vaudeville artists are 
engaged on a merit basis. If they fail to 
make good the loss will fall heavier on the 
employer than on the employed. Any artist 
who does not add something to the show 
detracts from it. 

John Ellis, who has had 55 years of ex- 
perience as an actor and director in the 
theaters of America and England, is one of 
the dissenters to the objections stated to 
recruiting the ranks of the professional thea- 
ter from outside. In a communication ap- 
pearing elsewhere in this issue he points out 
that actors do not spring full panoplied into 
the spotlight. 

Amateur dramatic organizations are the 
natural training ground for the actor. Ii 
there are stars gracing the theatrical firma- 
ment today who first entered the theater as 
salaried members of a professional cast the 
instances are so rare that they constitute 
“the exception which proves the rule.” The 
favored amateur is one who has proved his 
or her talent in amateur performances. 

The attitude of the complaining profes- 
sionals, therefore, seems not only selfish but 
in utter disregard for the general welfare oi 
the theater. If the policy the complainants 
urge so vehemently on the manager and 
agent were carried to its logical conclusion 
the theater would pass into oblivion as the 
professional players were gradually given 
the hook by Father Time. 


Late in the season, in the midst of the usual 
flood of shoestring disasters that have been flood- 
ing Broodway, two surprisingly well-produced 
shows appeared unezpectedly and with no ad- 
vance ballyhoo. One was “Merry-Go-Round,” an 
honest and excited expose of corrwpt politics 
which was presented by Walter Hurt and Michael 
Blankfort at the Provincetown, and which has 
since moved uptown to the Bijou. The other was 
“Another Language,” written by Rose Franken 


and produced by Arthur J. Beckhard at the 
Booth. Between them they reawaken faith in a 
sadly battered legit industry.

It seems to me that circus managers 
have overlooked one of the greatest at- 
tractions of a real circus parade when 
they dispensed with the steam calliope. 

I believe that this time-honored circus 
novelty cannot be replaced by a con- 
traption of organ pipes played auto- 
matically by a paper roll air pressure. 

I have noticed that when the rear of 
the present-day parade appears and no 
real steam calliope livens it there is a 
general feeling of disappointment. 
Something missing. 

Let’s have a real circus parade. How 
about an up-to-date steam calliope, Mr.

Few people know that the astute 
Meighan is a relative of Dode Fiske, who 
had that remarkable Dode Fisk Circus 
on the road, a show that should have 
builded and never gone down and out. 

Remember that Fisk specialty of giving 
away a cow every day at the Fisk Circus, 
how it drew the crowds and put the 
gold into the coffers of this show? 
Several other well-known show owners 
tried the cow-giving stunt, but never 
could put it over. 

Well, Dode Fisk gave George Meighan 
his first circus job as railroad traffic 
manager or contractor. Fisk took him on 
just as he concluded a position as a rail- 
road ticket agent. Under the Fisk 
tutelage he developed quickly, keenly, 
wisely. In 1910 the Fisk Show started 
the season in Wisconsin May 14, and 
closed December 14 in Brenham, Tex., 
having made 10,856 miles. 

This long season, with money fast go- 
ing out and scantily coming in down in 
Texas, forced Dode Fisk to the wall and 
stopped one of the best circus organiza- 
tions ever known. ,Mr. Fisk now resides 
in Columbus, O. DOC WADDELL.

As for these home-talent shows taking 
the patronage away from the theater, on 
the contrary, it is my firm belief it 
helps bring it up. Why? Because right 
now the theater is in the worst state it 
Was ever in. It needs a helping hand 
to get it back on its feet where ‘it be- 
longs, and that helping hand is the 
civic or little theater movement, or ama- 
teur shows as you call them. They 
create just that interest in the spoken 
q.iama that we are after. It is my opin-

ion that every professional director and 
actor—yes, even the managers—should 
do ali they can to encourage the civic 
or little theater movements and the 
high-school] players. 

Today the old-time theatergoer has 
lost his interest in the theater, and most 
of the younger generation know little or 
nothing of what it is all about. They 
have got to be taught, and it is thru 
just these channels that Mr. Seigert ob- 
jects to—such as the high-school play, 
the civic and the little theater. They 
will serve to help bring back what we, 
the professionals, seem to have lost.

Washburn would not 
cancel or change date. Neither would 


Royer. The manager of the theater was 
game amgi played the two shows. 

He said: “I'll give Chester the biggest 
amount of entertainment for one ad- 
mission that the town ever heard of.” 
There were 80 people in the casts of the 
two shows combined. The street in 
front of the theater was crowded with 
people as early as 10 o'clock in the 


morning, Performance started at 1 p.m. 
and wf over at 6 o’clock. While the 
audiencé from the matinee was stream- 
ing fro the theater in droves a big 
crowd S waiting to enter the theater 
for thegnight show, which started at 
6:30. 

~ Anoth§r incident with the same show: 
The Prificeton Sisters had some trouble 
with thd manager and were quitting the 
show. e Goldsmith Sisters had come 
on to tRke their place. On their last 
night, nile the Princeton Sisters were 
doing tifeir specialty, the stage manager 
lowered %he drop too quick on the girls’ 


finish and the curtain barrel struck one 
of themgon the head. 

The @sters swore that Archie Royer 
had the stage manager do it on purpose 
and refused to go on for the last act, 
altho they had principal parts. Royer 
then hastily told the Goldsmith Sisters, 
who were watching the show, to get 
ready aNd go on and play the parts. 
They went on cold, but ad libbed their 
Way thru very nicely. 

Incidentally, I married one of the 
Goldsmith Sisters. That was a great 
season and the show certainly packed 
them in everywhere it played. i

ROCHESTER, Minn., April 30.—Re- 
cently announced plans to give Rochester 
and Southeastern Minnesota an eight- 
acre recreation “White City” park, in- 
cluding modern swimming pool, rides and 
other amusements, immediately south- 
east of the city limits are under way. 

The park, to be constructed at inter- 
section of highways 7 and 20 at a cost 
estimated at $50,000, will include bath- 
house and shower facilities for pool, 
band stand for concerts, open-air theater 
and roof garden dance pavilion over the 
bathhouse, as well as circus acts.

Calls for motor- 
ized apparatus were sent to Meadville 
and Conneautville, but before aid ar- 
rived the park fire company, trained to 
fight resort blazes, had restricted the 
blaze to the hotel and two rides.

Many who agreed to a high cash rental 
over a period of time tell the same story 
of grief. 

Park men are coming together on 
picnic promotion rates, the carnival men 
may get togetherand do something, so 
why not round up the concessioners 
and let them see the light? 

Bankruptcy is the only thing which 
changes agricultural methods, but park 
men and concessioners are more easily 
organized and are accustomed to the 
give-and-take in negotiations and should 
be able to co-operate in a friendly way 
before it is too late.

LOS ANGELES, April 30.—Place for a 
referendum on the question of legalizing 
pari-mutuel betting will be on the No- 
vember ballot here, due to efforts of local 
capitalists who desire to put a $1,500,000 
racing plant in or very near this city. 

One of the prime movers is J. M. 
Smoot, New York, who put thru plans in 
Florida that made Miami racing possible. 
He has interested a number of Los An- 
geles men in the effort for pari-mutuels 
and is said to be putting his own money 
into the venture, three sites being held 
on option. 

At Tanforan Park, near San FPraneisco, 
racing is being held with a certificate 
form of betting much like the mutuel 
system. It is pointed out that these 
meetings have been profitable, altho 
drawing from a much smaller popula- 
tion than is in the Los Angeles area. 

Thorobred racing transferred from Tia 
Juana, Mex., to the fine plant managed 
by James Crofton at Agua Caliente, Mex., 
has not been profitable due to many 
things. It is said effects of the depres- 
sion, added to by the daily take of the 
Mexican government and remote loca- 


tion, made profit making so difficult: 


that the plant may nou be operated 
again. 


New York Reintburses Its 
Fairs in Sum of $375,000 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 30.—The State 
Department of Agriculture and Markets 
announced that county and town agri- 
cultural fair associations receiving State 
aid paid out in premiums $432,538.84 at 
fairs in 1931. 

A total of $375,000 has been appro- 
priated by the State to reimburse the 
societies for premiums paid for promo- 
tion of agriculture and of domestic arts, 
for promotion of education along agri- 
cultural lines and for promotion of the 
breeding of cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, 
horses and other domestic arts. 

Forty societies received the maximula 
of $6,000 and the balance is divided ia 
proportion to the amount paid in pre- 
miums by the society. Checks have been 
forwarded to the treasurers of the so- 
cities entitled to participate in this dis- 
tribution.

Exhibition, from August to October has 
aroused directors of the annual Royal 
Winter Fair, held at Amherst, N. S., each 
November. 

Individual directors of the Winter Fair 
declare that the plan to hold the Halifax 
fair in October instead of the former 
week in August is “the thin edge of a 
wedge being used to pry the Winter Fair 
from Amherst and toward Halifax.”

For the Nova Scotia Exhibition Com- 
mission one of the reasons advanced for 
the desire to shift the Halifax fair from 
August to October is that “in August 
people are not in the buying mood, being 
bent on pleasure.” 

Suggesting that the educational side 
of Halifax fair be stressed more, H. D. 
Biden, secretary-manager, said that if 
this were not done the commission 
would lose the grant from the dominion 
department of agriculture.

Mr. Hamid , 
made this statement in the open Court room that he could book this (9 
act in more Fairs and Parks than the Boyd and Wirth Agency could, and 

that though he was only obligated in 1931 to book the act for twelve 
weeks, he actually booked it for twenty-four, and would make every 

effort in spite of the interference by the Boyd and Wirth firm to do 

the same for this coming season. 


MR. JUSTICE CAREW requested Arthur Hutter, Counsel for Wirth 
and Hamid Fair Booking, Inc., to submit findings of fact, conclu- 
sions of law and a decree in accordance with his dictated decision.

Experience Exchange 


Methods Used in the Operation of My Concession Department 


By J. 


B. GUTHRIE 


(Genera! Manager, Florida Orange Festival, Inc., Winter Haven) 


First thought in operation of the con- 
cession department of any festival or 
fair should be a proper distribution of 
competing concessions. Where an “ex- 
clusive” is sold, this question’ automatic- 
ally takes care of itself, but, otherwise, 
competition should be kept as far apart 
as possible and at least out of the same 
building. 

Any fair that fills its space just to ges 
the rental income, without proper regard 
for an even break for the operator of the 
space, is on the wrong track. This is par- 
ticularly true of the fair that has more 
buildings and midway space than at- 
tendance warrants. 

If the operator of the concession is not 
given an even chance to operate cleanly 
and to make money, he is being encour- 
aged to “get it’ by any method. This 
simply tends to break down the fair 
patronage and if squawks come, it is as 
much the blame of the fair officials as 
the concession operator. 


STICK TO SPACE PRICES 

I have found the best policy is to in- 
sist on clean. operation and a good mer- 
chandise value. To assure this, keep 
your concessigms under proper supervi- 
sion, having first had a clear under- 
standing as to the method of operation, 
Another thing, and an important one— 
fix your space prices fairly and stick to 
these prices whether you sell out or not. 

We have rigidly lived up to this plan. 
and our space is no cheaper five minutes 
before opening time than five .months 
ahead of time. If we don’t sell out on 
this -basis, we give the balance of the 
space away to charitable and non-proift 
organizations or make rest rooms of the 
unsold spaces. 

Every concession operator who has 
worked at the Florida Orange Festival in 
the past five seasons will confirm the 
fact that we have a “one price to all” 
plan. They don’t hesitate to reserve their 
space a year ahead. 


PROBLEM IN BUILDINGS 


Tentative fair dates are Sep-“ Then there is the all-important ques- 


tion of what concessions to put in the 
buildings and what to ptit on the mid- 
way. Fair buildings are supposed to 
house educational and sales exhibits and 
should not be used for the sale of cheap, 
shoddy merchandise. 

Novelties of the right sort, such as 
whitestones, baskets, perfumes, etc., are 
all right in a limited way. Frozen re- 
freshments and pure drink stands are all 
right, but the rest, including “grab 
joints,” do not add to attractiveness of 
exhibit buildings. Many a fine exhibit 
is lost for the next season on this ac- 
count. 

Walking privileges are another source 
of annoyance in the buildings. Conces- 
sions in the buildings that block the 
aisles with sales methods are not help- 
ful. There is ample space on the aver- 
age midway or in the open for those who 
need a 10 by 10 space to set up in and 
three or four times the space for opera- 
tion. 

INSIST ON DECORATIONS 

We pride ourselves on the beauty of 
our displays and the decorative features. 
Consequently, we require, by contract, 
that all concession spaces in our build- 
ings be decorated. a 

There is a proper place for all legiti- 
mate concessions, but the sooner the 
cheap concessions and undesirables are 
eliminated, the better off the average 
fair will be. Any stand that has to have 
aid from “sticks” will not, in the long 
rur.,, help a fair. 

We are constantly striving to bring up 
the quality of our festival, and are not 
concerned about putting concession space 
sales ahead of this fact. We think an 
increased gate and a gradual increase in 
space rates from a limited number of the 
right sort of concessions is preferable 
to the other method. 

That we have had an increased attend- 
ance and improved exhibits for five con- 
secutive years, including this one, is an 
indication that we are not entirely 
wrong.

No, 22—JAMES A, TERRY 


Mr. Terry was born in Tennessee on 
August 25, 1862, making him 69 years of 
age. His home is in LaPorte, Ind., where 
he is secretary-manager of LaPorte Coun- 
ty Fair. He has been interested in 
amusement business about 40 years. In 
his early days he was “angel” for a “10- 
20-30" troupe. For many years he was 
engaged in newspaper work, from “devil” 
to editor and owner of newspapers, Later 
he entered politics and was postmaster 
in LaPorte for nine and one-h years 
Since 1922 he has been in the casualty 
insurance business. Fraternal orders of 
which he is a member are B. P. O. Elks. 
Masonic orders and Maccabees. He is a 
member of LaPorte Chamber of Com- 
merce, Business Men's Association, Ki- 
wanis Club and Indiana Association of 
County and District Fairs. He gives his 
hobbies as “meeting old friends in or 
connected in any way with the show 
business, promoting the best county fair 
in the country and resting while reading 
The Billboard.” His wife, Leola, is no’ 
active in the amusement field. They 


have four children, Van Dien, Margaret 
Marmaduke, James A. Jr. and Mary. 
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The most important deal in harness 
circles this spring was that recently con- 
cerning the well-liked 3-year-old, In- 
vader, 2, 2:11. The full brother to Guy 
Fletcher, 4, 2:01, was sold by Congress- 
man James S. Parker, Woody Hill Stock 
Farm, Salem, N. Y., to a three-ply syn- 
dicate of sportsmen, not wholly new 
to the sport, but not known as owners 
of a stake colt, and that for the present 
their identities will remain private. The 
colt, however, will remain in the stable 
of Lyman Brusie, who developed and 
raced him last year for Woody Hill Farm. 
He is being pointed for the $60,000 
Hambletonian Stake at Goshen, N. Y., in 
August, and some rate him as one of 
the real “dark horses.” To date he has 
trained in 2:20 and is apparently better 
than at any time in his career. 

Perhaps the most interesting mile that 
has been recorded at any of the spring 
training camps was that which the in- 
ternational trainer and race driver, Will 
Caton, took behind Spencer the Great, 
one of his top 2-year-old candidates for 
stake honors this season. Early last 
week over the mile track at Syracuse Ca- 
ton let the son of the former Hamble- 
tonian Stake winner, Spencer, 3, 1:59%, 
reel off a mile in 2:15, the final half 
in 1:0214 and the last quarter in exact- 
ly :31. 


Works Colt Great Mile 


Horsemen who witnessed this perform- 
ance hailed it as one of the greatest if 
not the greatest colt mile ever staged 
during the month of April, and especial- 
ly so as the colt has been Northern 
wintered and trained. His best previous 
effort was a mile in 2:19%, final half 
in 1:06. Two of his other junior stake 
candidates, Calumet Donald and Miss 
Berrydale, have worked good-to date, the 
former trotting in 2:16, final half in 
1:06, and the filly in 2:19, final half 
also in 1:06. All three are rated coming 
stars, and the word from Syracuse is 
that Caton has the greatest stable that 
he has ever gathered together, number- 
ing some 19 head. 

At the Urbana, O., training plant Doc 
Parshall showed the railbirds some clever 
acting colts the past week. All his 2 
and 3-year-olds have worked in 2:30 and 
are ready to trot near the 2:20 mark 
Miss Saginaw, half brother to Betterwin, 
4, 2:011%4, was the first 2-year-old from 
his stable to shade 2:30, turning a mile 
out in second horse position in 2:29%. 
Jimmy Weller Jr., from the Tall Timber 
Stable of New York City, Messrs. Krim- 
endahl and Weller, looks like a real top 
and has worked in 2:30. Miss Saginaw, 
owned by the Cleveland sportsman, C. F. 
Crowley, horsemen say, is one of the 
best pacing fillies that has ever appeared 
in the Buckeye State. 

Another important sale that recently 
took place was that of the 2-year-old 
pacing colt, Calumet Dubuqye, that 
Owner-Trainer Harry Brusie sold to J. C. 
Thompson, of New York City. The colt, 
regarded as one of the nicest pacing 
juveniles at the Goshen, N. Y., track, 
will be raced in the stable of C. Tarl 
Pitman, of Trenton, N. J., who has had 
the Thompson horses for the last several 
seasons. The star of the lot is that grand 
pacing mare, May E. Grattan, 1:5914, the 
present favorite for the free-for-all pac- 
ing stakes down the Grand Circuit line 
this summer. May is reported coming 
to hand in the most approved manner 
and will be ready to take on all comers 
when the season opens shortly. 


Will Philburn Passes 


News comes from Syracuse of the not 
unexpected passing of the popular New 
York trainer, Will Philburn, at the age 
of 43 years. In more than two decades 
associated with the sport, during which 
time he rapidly made a name for him-

N LAST issue (on the first Carnival’s 
| appeared an article relative to 

shows being exempt from State and 
county licenses under specified conditions 
in Alabama. One point covers no such 
licenses for carnivals, etc., playing fairs, 
or under fair association auspices. AS 
shows playing fairs are in reality part 
and parcel of the fairs’ offerings for the 
fairs’ front gate admission charges, no 
State or county licenses should be singu- 
larly expected from the shows. The un- 
der-fair-association-auspices can be an 
aid in other than actual fair engage- 
ments. The other outstanding feature, 
as stated in the article, is highly com- 
mendable—relative to “citizen shows” 
having winter quarters in Alabama being 
exempt from paying State and county 
license during their first four “rehearsal 
weeks” of seasons after leaving quarters. 


HEN a list of froin several to a doz. 
en, or more, show-opening stories 
are received for publication in the 

same issue there is but one “even-skee- 
ven” manner in which to handle them as 
to headings; which is, a collective head 
in large type, with only the titles of the 
respective shows and places of starting 
the season beneath it—no special com- 
ment in the heads regarding any one or 
more of them. This explanation is made 
because of each week during spring show 
openings staff members of several organi- 
zations requesting, “give us a feature 
head,” etc. To so favor one, or more, of 
them would not be fairness to the others. 


HERE is a point relative to personnels 
of shows that but few managements 
have considered as important, or 

worthwhile, but is really due interest and 
action. It is a file in the respective show 
offices of correct names, also addresses of 
relatives (or intimate friends) to inform 
in cases of death, or serious injury or 
critical illness. Each year death has over- 
taken many people with shows, of whom 
the other attaches knew nothing of kin- 
folk connections, and burial expenses had 
to be born by the respective companies 
(office, or donations from attaches)—to 
overcome the bodies resting in “Potter’s 
field.” There might be encountered re- 
luctance on the part of some people to- 
ward providing such information—there 
should not be, should they realize that 
“no one knows at what time,” etc., and 
that their sudden passing might cause 
undue expenditures to their fellow show. 
folks—in plainer words, bordering on an 
imposition. 

Incidentally, this writer received a let- 
ter a few days ago from Ed Marsh, Wash- 
ington, in which Mr. Marsh makes refer- 
ence to what are termed “monikers,” 
as names, and he also touches on the 
above expressed thought, The letter fol- 
lows: “After reading some nicknames in 
an ad recently I am prompted to write a 
few lines. I am with a show with which 
there were several ‘Slims’ and ‘Fats,’ also 
‘Happy,’ _ ‘Chaps,’ ‘Squint,’ ‘Peg,’ ‘Lefty,’ 
‘Blackey,’ ‘One-Leg,’ ‘Sleepy’ and others 
—the only names they were known by to 
others of the show. Now I think it would 
be a good idea for all shows to keep a 
register of their help,‘ giving proper 
names and addresses for use in cases of 
accident. I was with a show several years 
ago when a young man died suddenly. 
The only name he was known by, with 
the show, was ‘Curly.’ A collection was 
taken up and an undertaker looked after 
the rest. Doubtless, today some of that 
man’s folks are wondering where he is, 
not knowing of his death.”

and keister on the shelf and engage in 
other business. But they all come back, 
if only as spectators, because at heart 
they’re still with it and for it. Ask Nate 
Schwing, who is now at 125 Fifth avenue, 
New York, and signs himself Nathan E. 
Schwing. Nate quit the tripes and 
keister 30 years ago. He pipes under date 
of April 20, however, from the Book- 
Cadillac, Detroit: “Having nothing much 
to do, I drove around the city a bit, tak. 
ing in the sights, and I found several 
pitchmen working on a vacant lot. Well, 
being an old pitchman myself, it always 
interests me to watch the boys work. I 
noticed a razor-strop man making some 
nice passouts, and I also saw about the 
neatest skinner worker, with garnishing 
sets, I had ever seen. I do not know his 
name, for it is 30 years since I quit the 
now. I wandered out Mack avenue to 
the Briggs plant, where I found a mighty 
good pen worker and a fellow working 
pokes who had a wonderful flash, includ- 
ing a beautiful Packard literally covered 
with leather, a thing of beauty. There 
was a fat fellow, too. working a novelty 
leaping frog. He kept his push laughing 
with the South African frog, which he 
told them was ‘the only animile known 
to science that leaps backward to keep 
the dust out of its eyes.” He was full of 
wisecracks. His eloquence and lusty pipes 
should win him a berth on a broadcasting 


outfit. He was passing ‘em out lively 
while I was there. I almost bought one 
myself.” 


LUKE FIELDS, who spent years on the 
road as a pitchman, has a few words of 
advice to give some of the gents of a type 
that make the going rough for square- 
shooters who have to follow them into 
towns they have spoiled. Says Luke, 
piping from Hereford, Tex., where the 
longhorns come from: “Boys, my feet are 
itching. After 10 years in the medicine 
business I quit and settled down. I am 
now in the cafe business. I am doing 
good. 
same as I did in the show business. In 
other words, I am pitching to them. 
Say, fellows, what is getting wrong with 
the show business? Let’s not go crooked 
just because times are a little bit hard. 
We shouldn't let the depression cause us 
to do the wrong thing. Last year we had 
four shows here in Hereford. All four of 
them left owing for their lot rents. One 
outfit left owing everybody in town al- 
most. They put up a saxophone for their 
board bill. They have never paid me a 
penny of it. After they left town I found 
that the saxophone was mortgaged to 
some concern in Amarillo, Tex. I am 
not griping; but, boys, it isn’t smart to 
pull that raw stuff. I now know just 
how the hometowners feel when an out- 
fit blows into town and puts the bee 
on everybody. That is the reason we 
have closed towns. Last Saturday a very 
well-known jam man blew in here and 
made a clean little pitch. But he hadn't 
fixed the town. While I was talking to 
him our county tax collector, one of the 
nicest fellows I have ever met, came up 
and asked this jam man for the county 
license. Jam man proceeded to tell him 
that he lived in Austin, and didn’t have 
to pay any taxes. He bawled the tax 
collector out and wound up by making 
the tax collector mad, and ieft town.

Ben Gelber, of Berk Brothers, knows bet- 
ter. Ben says they're all wet. Ben has 
been digging like a mole into the history 
of the inkstick. So far as he has bur- 
rowed he has traced the “self-filling 
pen” back to the 17th Century. He's 
going ahead with his investigation. If 
the signs are right he expects to prove 
that the article is older than that. In 
fact, a pitchman named Publius Valerius, 
working a spot at 23d and Corse streets, 
near the Appian Way. was sloughed by 
Lictor Septimus Aurelius, of the Roman 
constabulary, and haled before the Tri- 
umvir Court (Judges Pompey, Caesar and 
Crassus on the bench) one day in the 
year 60 B. C., charged with pitching ink. 
sticks without license. Valerius was an 
officer of the Pitchmen’s Association and 
popular around the markets, but the 
election was over and the lictors didn’t 
have to worry over whose constituents 
they locked up for any cause whatever 
or no cause at all. For the same reason 
the judges mulcted Valerius for 15 dinero, 
with 20 sesterces added for court costs. 
They did not believe that P. Valerius was 
just standing on that corner waiting to 
see &@ man about a dog when the lictor 
from the 17th precinct came gumshoe- 
ing. Ben hasn't been able to find a trans- 
script of the record in that case. Instead 
he sends in a clipping from The New 
York Times of April 20, which has later 
bearing on the subject. It reads in part: 
‘Hungary is interested in the centenary, 
this year, of the common penholder. The 


,newspapers recall that when the steel pen 


made its appearance in 1830 is was 
clumsy and dear, so much so that the 
public stuck to the quill. In 1832 the 
first wooden holder was put on the 
market, and the quill was dropped in 
favor of the movable nib. The Pestt 
Hirlap declares that the self-filling pen, 
which we regard as the latest develop- 
ment, is really older than the steel nib, 
for in the 17th and 18th Centuries there 
was much talk of a pen filled with ink. 
Such a pen was then an object de luxe, 
since the problem of the rustless point 
had not been solved with the invention 
of iridium-hardened gold.” 


D. F. (HOOT) McFARLAND claims 
that he saved money by doing nothing 
last winter. Says Hoot, piping from 
Woolwich, Me.: “I have put in the 
winter in a fishing village on the Maine 
coast after leaving Miami in November. 
I still believe that I am ahead in dollars 
and cents by laying off this winter. 
Many of the boys who tell us that the 
depression has never caught up with 
them must be a little off in one way 
or another, because the pay roll of this 
country today is only 54 per cent of 
what it was in 1929, and if they worked 
as hard in 1929 as they must now to 
get the money they say they are getting 
they would be on the retired list by this 
time. Tell it to the push, but not to 
the profession, and I am sure they will 
believe you. Well, the sap will soon 
begin to run up here in New England, 
and after I boil a little of it down I will 
pipe in and let you know about the 
sugar content. I would like to mention 
the mames of two real oldtimers who 
have helped many and are well liked 
by all. They are George Cleveland and 
Deafy Dan Rozenthall.” 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS in New 
Jersey have reached a stress where the 
natives are cultivating whiskers to save 
on barbers, razor blades and shaving 
cream, according to Zip Hibler, the poet- 
philosopher, who says he’s “in the mid- 
dle of it.” And further says Zip: “While 
the so-called legitimate merchants are 
resorting to all sorts of schemes to make 
the buyers loosen up, the folks that have 
the money are holding on to it. They 
are evidently under a delusion that the 
worst is yet to come. There are empty 
storerooms in all these towns and I have 
discovered that the owners of them are 
only too glad to rent them on per- 
centage. This accounts for the many 
temporary stores. I’ve got an idea that 
the boys on the road might find it a 
good scheme to travel in groups of five 
or six and rent stores, each paying his 
share of the rent. It would give them a 
good chance to work in the East this 
season, It is safe to say, too, that there 
isn’t a pitchman on the road who 
wouldn't be willing to contribute 25 per 


HOW ABOUT GOOD BEER?

spot. Of course, that wouldn’t suit the 
small merchants who want to hog it all. 
I am selling legitimate wares, trying to 
contribute to the health and comfort of 
the people with my corn medicines, yet 
I am forced to sneak around like a 
burglar to meet my customers. I believe 
we are living in a bughouse age and it 
seems impossible for one to succeed 
without practicing fraud and deceit.” 


“I'M SIDESTEPPING my motto about 
keeping my mouth shut and selling my 
own line,” Fred Price begins a plaint 
from Peoria, Ill., “because I think many 
of the tripes and keister boys will join 
me. I am writing not to knock, but for 
the good of all. I witnessed a fellow here 
trying to pitch radio stroppers and strop 
dressing at 25 cents a throw. Now we 
all know what the outfit costs him in 
gross lots, including postage, and the 
reader here is $2 a day. We must eat 
and sleep. We must move from town to 
town. Where the deuce does this fellow’s 
profit come from? I have pitched those 
same outfits ever since they came out 
and worked hard to make them standard 
at from 50 cents up, according to the 
quality of the strop. Always did a fair 
business, altho I had the expense last 
year of following a fellow thru Missouri 
who was selling the outfits at a quarter. 
I caught up with him at St. Joseph, Mo. 
He was flat broke, so I bought him out. 
I didn’t need his stock, but I wanted to 
get him off the road. [I feel this way 
about the pitching game. If a fellow 
can’t get what the article is worth he 
should not try to sell it at all. And, for 
goodness’ sake, don’t let him follow on 
the trail of some fellow who is working 
hard to keep up the standard price. We 
have opened towns for him and kept 
them open. Then he comes along cut- 
ting the price in h&lf. I would be glad 
to hear from other pitchmen on this 
subject. Don’t try to cut your own 
and the other fellow'’s throat.”

T no doubt was pleasing news to all 


carnival showmen, especially those 

that tour Wisconsin, to hear that 
the S. W. Brundage Shows won a victory 
single-handed recently in the battle 
over taxes against carnivals in that 
State. Full details of the decision given 
by the Circuit Court at Madison ap- 
peared on page 3 of our last issue. The 
case has been appealed to the State Su- 
preme Sourt, whose decision will be final. 

Just why the State tax collector takes 
the arbitrary view that a “caravan” is 
not a carnival and that the carnival 
should pay $100 for being a “caravan” 
and an additional $20 for each attrac- 
tion, show and ride carried is hard to 
understand, as the law is as plain as 
the English language can make it. 

And isn’t it a shame one show has to co 
to the courts and put up a battle in 
which many are directly interested? All 
of this expense, too, is being borne by 
Of course, this is all 
because of the lack of an executive body 
of traveling carnival shows. 

Incidentally, when counsel for Brun- 
dage inquired of an executive of that 
show where the carnival men’s national 
headquarters were located and was told 
there was no such thing, there came the 
following comment: 

“Is it possible that you showmen, 
looked upon as shrewd and wideawake, 
are moving about the country with no 
united efforts to protect your interests 
or defend yourselves against unlawful 
and illegal attacks against you?” 

And the show executive had to 
acknowledge that “carnival showmen 
are a bunch of itinerant suckers stand- 
ing for all sorts of shakedowns and with 
no united efforts to oppose any of them, 
each of us taking the kicks in the pants

HOSE who read R. M. Harvey’s ar- 

ticle 101 Ranch Inside “Dope” in 

our Spring Special Number, and par- 
ticularly R. M., no doubt will be inter- 
ested to learn Colonel Zack T. Miller’s 
reaction on this. Well, the Colonel both 
liked and disliked the article, and has 
furnished me with what he terms a lit- 
tle more inside “dope” about the show 
and its movements. Here goes the 
Colonel’s epistle, written from the White 
House, 101 Ranch, Ponca City, Okla.: 

“My attention was called not long 
ago, while I was in bed, to the article 
written by Harvey on the inside “dope” 
of the 101 Ranch. I noticed that he 
was very careful to start the handling 
of this show in 1931, altho he had 
charge of it in 1929 and 1930, with ab- 
solutely no restriction on routing or hir- 
ing anyone that he wanted to hire for 
the performance. He also makes some 
statement as to the bank roll in 1931, 
and failed to state that after the show 
was en route I sent them something 
like $20,000 and that at all times he 
and Charles Boulware were routing and 
managing the show. As to the three 
sets of papers he mentioned, etc., these 
were all ideas furnished by him. 

“I was reluctant to take the show out 
in 1931, owing to the battles we had 
been having with the opposition, but he 
assured me if I put it on the road he 
had a cash customer for it and it would 
be sold promptly. In the season of 1929 
I consulted with him aboyt the routing 
of the show and advised him that 1 
wanted to come across the river and 
head west from Nashville, Tenn., but 
instead of this he took the show back 
up into the Carolinas, where the tobacco 
crop had failed and there was no money. 

“I have lat Harvey route and manage 
the show in every way and I believe that 
had he and Boulware handled the show 
properly the Washington fiasco would 
have been avoided. However, I am not 
trying to give you any alibi, but more 
of the ‘inside dope,’ as Mr. Harvey called 
it. 

“I appreciate the many good things 
he said in the article about me per- 
sonally.

ous illustrations, constitute a pretty 
clear-cut definition of a fair, basing the 
same upon the relation of the fair to 
the question of public taxation, a basis 
which would sgem, however, to be fairly 
satisfactory as applied to any other ob- 
jective. 

This analysis proves, also, that the of‘. 
berated member of Congress has the 
faculty for and the habit of going pretty 
thoroly into matters brought to the 
forefront as subjects for possible legisla- 
tion. 

Pertinent provisions of the revenue Act 
of 1918, providing that “no tax shall be 
levied under this title in respect to any 

. admissions to agricultural fairs 
none of the profits of which are dis- 
tributed to stockholders or members of 
the association conducting the same,” 
are quoted, and the regulations then con- 
tinue: 


AGRICULTURAL FAIRS 


Art. 44. Basis of exemption.—In con- 
sidering exemptions with regard to agri- 
cultural fairs we are only concerned with 
Taxes on Admissions, for the Taxes on 
Charges in Excess of Established Price 
do not apply to agricultural fairs (see 
Article 31). Admissions to agricultural 
fairs, none of the profits of which are 
distributed to stockholders or members 
of the association conducting the same, 
are exempt from any tax under Section 
800 (a). In this case the exemption is 
based solely on the facts (1) that the 
admissions are to an agricultural fair, 
and (2) that the fair is not run for 
profit. No requirement is made (as is 
done in the case of the other exemptions) 
that the proceeds of the admissions must 
inure exclusively to a certain type of or- 
ganization or individual. In the case of 
admissions to an agricultural fair the 
proceeds may go anywhere, with affect- 
ing the exemption from taxation, pro- 
vided they are not distributed to the 
stockholders or members of the fair as- 
sociation. As such distribution can rare. 
ly if ever take place in the case of agri- 
cultural fairs which are organized by a 
State, county or city, admissions to agri- 
cultural fairs so organized will ordinarily 
be exempt from tax. 

Art. 45. Meaning of “Agricultural 
Pairs.”—The term “agricultural fairs” in- 
cludes in general all exhibitions of farm 
produce, live stock, poultry, flowers or 
the like, held for the promotion of agri- 
culture (which includes horticulture). It 
includes within its meaning any exhibi- 
tion of animals, of a species whose chief 
utility is in connection with agriculture, 
held by an association organized to im- 
prove that species of animals and to dis- 
seminate knowledge concerning its breed- 
ing. But exhibitions of prepared or pre. 
served foods or food products only, as 
distinguished from live stock and farm 
and garden produce, are not “agricultural 
fairs.” 

Examples—(1) A retail grocers’ asso- 
ciation gives a food show lasting a week 
in a large hall in a city. The raw food 
products, the processes of manufacture. 
the finished food products and the foods 
prepared for the table are all exhibited. 
Such an exhibition jis not an agricultural 
fair within the meaning of the Act. (See 
Examples 2 and 3 under Article 46). 

(2) A horse show held in a large city, 
where most of the horses exhibited are

fancy riding and driving horses and the 
show is largely a social event, is not an 
agricultural fair within the meaning of 
the Act. 

(3) A horse fair held by a society or- 
ganized to improve the quality of farm 
animals, the animals exhibited being

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chiefly of that class, is an agricultural 
fair within the meaning of the Act. 


(4) A certain dog fanciers’ associa- 
tion gives a dog show in a city. A large 
majority of the dogs exhibited belong 
to fancy and house varieties. Such a 
show is not an agricultural fair within 
the meaning of the act. 


(5) A poultry fanciers’ association 
gives a poultry show, which is held with 
a particular view to teaching poultry 
farmers how tc secure the largest possi- 
ble number of eggs. Such a show is an 
agricultural fair within the meaning of 
the act. 


Art. 46. Meaning of “admissions to 
agricultural fairs."—-The term “admis- 
sions to agricultural fairs” includes ad- 
missions to the fairgrounds as a whole 
and to any separate inclosure containing 
customary fair features conducted by 
the fair association itself, and also the 
use Of seats (see Article 8) controlled 
by such association in either such main 
fairgrounds or such inclosure. The term 
does not include admissions to an 
place, even tho within the fairgrounds 
itself, and even tho conducted by the 
fair association itself, unless the place 
constitutes a customary feature of an 
agricultural fair. Admissions to places 
not conducted by the fair association it- 
self, whether conducted with its consent 
or even under a contract with it or not, 
are not included within the meaning of 
the term. Nor does the term include 
admissions to race meets or other enter- 
tainments conducted by a fair associa- 
tion on its grounds or elsewhere’ at a 
time when no agricultural fair is in 
progress. 

Examples—(1) An agricultural fair 
association contracts with a wild animal 
show for an exhibition of the animals to 
take place at the fairgrounds every day 
during the duration of an agricultural 
fair given by the association. The con- 
tract provides that a certain per cent of 
the gross income is to go to the fair 
association. Admissions to such an ex- 
hibition, even tho held in the fair- 
grounds, are not “admissions to agricul- 
tural fairs” and are therefore not exempt 
on that ground. 


(2) A large manufacturer of break- 
fast foods has an exhibit of his foods 
and processes of manufacture inside an 
agricultural fairgrounds during the prog- 
ress of a fair. Admissions charged to 
such an exhibition are not included 
within this exemption. (See example 3 
below and example 1 under Article 45.) 


(3) An agricultural fair conducts in 
the fairgrounds during fair week under 
its own management as a part of the 
fair itself an exhibition and demonstra- 
tion of foods and food preparation. Ad- 
missions to such an exhibition are “ad- 
missions to agricultura] fairs’’ and are 
exempt as such. (See example 2 above 
and example 1 under Article 45.) 


(4) An agricultural fair conducts 
during fair week in an inclosure in the 
fairgrounds arn exhibition of pedigreed 
sheep. Admissions to such inclosure are 
“admissions to agricultural fairs” and 
are exempt as such,

A Texas law recently announced by 
the Food and Drugs Bureau of the State 
Health Department may be of interest 
to those dealing with machines vending 
marbles, or small confections with prizes, 
etc. Candy containing marbles and 
metallic prizes prepared from poisonous 
mineral alloys imbedded in the article 
is considered to be in violation of the 
provisions of the new ruling, in that it 
is considered detrimental to health be- 
cause of the mechanical damage it may 
cause and the danger of contamination 
being transmitted to the candy by the 
metallic alloy. There is no objection to 
these prizes being packed separately with 
the candy, provided they are wrapped 
separately in paper or some other ma- 
terial to prevent contamination. There 
is a very attractive group of machines 
that vend small confections with prizes, 
and these machines go well in the 
amusement field. The object to watch 
is that the prizes are not imbedded in 
the confection so that they might be 
bitten by children. At this season of 
the year marbles are sometimes mixed 
with ball gum in vending machines, and 
objections are frequently made to this 
practice on account of children mis- 
taking marbles for gum.

From Miami comes the report that 
there is general evidence of hotels pull- 
ing in as the slack seasOn comes on, 
which means that the operator’s best 
locations will not pay so well during the 
summer months.

Plans have just been announced for a 
New $300,000 hotel in Chillicothe, O. 
Hotels promise to be a big new field for 
automatic games and the trade will 
therefore watch hotel progress with con- 
siderable interest. Hotels with spacious 
lobbies are the ones that can provide 
most profitable space for automatic 
games of the quality group. Hotel 
management is usually found to be un- 
sympathetic toward amusement ma- 
chines when crowding around these 
games might prove inconvenient or con- 
spicuous. Many of the older hotels have 
cramped lobby space, but the newer 
hotels all seem to plan for ample space 
on the first floor. Occasionally some of 
the shops on. hotel ground floors provide 
good locations for automatic games.

While resorts and parks all take on 
new life at this time of the year, an 
experienced operator calls attention to 
the fact that small towns and cities all 
over the country are in the midst of 
their seasonal revival also, and that such 
towns provide good expansion territory. 
Some of the most industrious salesmen 
in the coin-machine field are planning 
to cater to operators in the smali towns 
and cities this summer.

A. V. Cooley, of the Mills Novelty Com- 
pany, gives this business axiom to 
operators: In years when general con- 
ditions are best the circumstances af- 
fecting the operating business are some- 
times very discouraging. In other words, 
the operating of amusement machines 
does better, all things considered, when 
times are not so good. I recently asked 
a prominent manufacturer whose plant 
is just now turning out its first amuse- 
ment game how long a manufacturer en- 
tirely new to the coin-machine business 
calculated that automatic games would 
continue to enjoy a boom period. His 
answer was simply, “Until the depression 
is over.” Independent merchants are 
now in a much better mood to look 
favorably upon automatic games, as they 
often help to pay the rent. Even man- 
agers of the chains in many places are 
very enthusiastic about games as profit 
makers for the amount of floor space 
they occupy. Then the looming pros- 
pects of the entire amusement world 
promise to insure a very large demand 
for coin-operated games over the summer 
season. So tke coin-machine business 
may really be a “depression-proof” in- 
dustry.
